The following message was received from His Excellency the Governor 
by the secretary of state Mr E.A. Webster. 

EXECUTIVE DEPARTMENT 
Tuscaloosa, November 17, 1835 

Fellow Citizens of the Senate and of the House of Representatives: 

In meeting you on the present occasion, it affords me the highest gratification to 
inform you, that during the past year, the State has continued to advance towards 
the high and enviable propriety which her destiny seems to have provided for her, 
with the same rapid and steady march, that has marked, successively, every year of 
her existence. Tempted by her fertile soil, her salubrious climate and commercial 
position, the emigration from other States has been such as to give her an unusual ac¬ 
cession of population, of wealth and intelligence. 

The provision crop has been quite as abundant as in former years, and the cotton 
crop, though somewhat injured by the early frosts, will considerably exceed that of 
the last season. 

With the exception of a few districts upon bridge water courses, our citizens 
hae enjoyed their usual good health. 

All our public institutions continue to flourish and to promise the benefits that 
were anticipated from them at the period of their establishment. The laws generally 
have been impartially administered and faithfully executed. And in fine, to whatev¬ 
er we extend out inquiries, we find a growing, happy and prosperous people. 

Our lot, indeed has been cast in a delightful region, in a land overflowing with all 
the comforts and many of the luxuries of life-in a land of mild and equal laws, and 
above all, of civil and religious liberty! 

In view of blessings thus profusely enjoyed and signally bestowed, the grateful mind 
cannot perform a more pleasing duty, than to turn with thanksgiving and devotion to 
their great and merciful author. 

At an early period after the last adjustment of the Legislature, the commissioners 
appointed by the act to establish a Branch of the State Bank at Huntsville, sold to J. 

D. Beers, and CO. certificate of State stock on bonds, to the amount of two hundred 
and fifty thousand dollars at par. It was deemed advisable to sell at this rate, to en¬ 
able the bank to commence its operations with as little delay as possible, in order to 
afford the people in that highly commercial and flourishing section of the State, the 
banking faculties which had been extended to others, and which they so much needed. 

No offers were made for the balance of the stock, which the commissioners thought 
proper to accept, and I appointed an agent to sell it in the eastern cities in part in 
Europe, upon such terms as would be most favorable and advantageous to the interest 
of the State. 

Col. William R. Hallet of Mobile, was selected to execute this must, who. from 
this extensive acquaintance with capitalists, both in the United States and in Europe, 
and his high standing as a merchant, was considered as peculiarly qualified to effect 



a sale upon the best terms. He did not meet with such offers in Liverpool or London, 
as in his judgment should induce him to dispose of the bonds, and he returned to New 
York some time in the last month. There is yet some expectation that he will con¬ 
clude a favorable contract there, and I shall probably be able, in a few days, to com¬ 
municate to the Legislature the result of his negotiations. 

According to the requirements of the act of 10th J anuary last, I employed D.H. 
Bingham, Esq. a gentleman of high reputation, as an engineer, "to survey and ascer¬ 
tain the most eligible route for a rail road, from the mouth of Beaver creek to We- 
tumpka falls.” This work has been done faithfully, it is believed, and the engineer 
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will be prepared, in a few days, to lay before you a correct map of the survey, and an 
estimate of the probable cost of the road. 

Upon a review of the act, after the adjournment of the General Assembly, I found 
that its object could not be accomplished, without advancing a sum of money to defray 
in part, the heavy expenses that would be necessarily incurred in the prosecution of 
the work, and accordingly I agreed to pay Mr Bingham five hundred dollars when 
he should commence his survey, and the like sum of five hundred dollars in three 
months thereafter. These payments have been made, and he is to look to the Legis¬ 
lature for such further sum as they may deem a just compensation for his services. 

I n several former messages, I have called the attention of the General Assembly to 
the obstructions which the falls in the Coosa river interposed in its navigation, and to 
the necessity of obviating them, either by deepening the channel, or by constructing a 
rail road. I beg leave again to urge the claims which our fellow citizens, in this in¬ 
tersecting section of the state have to legislative munificence. They are strongly and 
powerfully recommended, as well by the real difficulties of their situation, as by the 
immense benefits that would result in a pecuniary and commercial point of view, from 
establishing an unimpeded intercourse with the city of Mobile. 

A majority of the trustees of the University failed to attend at the time appointed for 
the annual meeting of the board. Those who were present felt and yielded to the ne¬ 
cessity of passing several ordinances and resolutions, and of making some appoint¬ 
ments, without which the College exercises, of the present session, could not have 
been carried on. Many important matters, in relation to the fiscal conditions and oth¬ 
er affairs of the institution required attention; which with the consent of the members 
present, induced the president of the faculty to invite a meeting of the board, to be 
held on the second Monday of the present month. As yet no quorum has been form¬ 
ed, but it is expected that a majority will arrive here during the present week. 

Those gentlemen who are present have prepared a report, which the law requires 
should be presented annually to the General Assembly. It has been made with care 
and upon proper examination, and will be found to be as full and satisfactory as the 
materials at command, enable them to make it. 

The faculty have succeeded in surmounting the difficulties which, in some degree, 
are inseparable from the organization and first operations of all large institutions, like 
our State University, and it is now in the most prosperous and flourishing condition. 

At no former period has its discipline been so well established. The young men are 
orderly in their department and pursue their studies with industry, diligence and at¬ 
tention. The utmost harmony prevails among the professors, and they are prompt 
and indefatigable in discharging the duties of their respective departments. The 
number of students is considerably larger than it has been at this season in any pro¬ 
ceeding year. The thorough course required to be taken at the University, will not 
fail to elevate the standard of education in our country, and places it already on an 
equality with the best Colleges in the Southern and Western States, and its ample 
funds, with the protection which the Legislature will extend to it, will soon enable 
it vie with any in the Union. 

There are no certain means at my command, of ascertaining the precise situation, 
or the nature and extent of the operations of the State Bank and its several Branches. 
They will be disclosed in the reports which the commissioners of these institutions 
will make to the two Houses of the General Assembly. It is believed however, that 
they have been managed with prudence, and that the business of the Banks has been 
so conducted as to extend to customers all the accommodations that was compatible 
with this great branch of public policy. 

As the great increase which, during the last few years, has been made in our bank¬ 
ing capital, will form an era in the history of our Legislation, it occurs, to me, that it 
presents a proper occasion for us to pause and to survey with caution, the new field 
we have somewhat hastily occupied, for the purpose of ascertaining where it is suffi- 



ciently guarded at all points against the disasters that too often befall banking institu¬ 
tions. When out system of banking was commenced, the circumstances of the coun¬ 
try were highly favorable to the best results, and nothing more than ordinary pru¬ 
dence was required for its complete success. The demand for money was very large 
and the applications for loans numerous, rendering it impracticable for the Bank, 
with its small capital to issue one tenth of the amount desired. The Directors there¬ 
fore, had it in their power at all times to select from the immense mass of paper of- 
fored, such names only as were prompt and punctual in their payments and solvent in 
their circumstances. The want of individual interest in those appointed to control its 
operations brought upon that feature of the charter the severest structures, and its 
failure was confidently predicted. This evil foreboding has been disappointed, and 
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the institution has been successful even beyond the hopes of its friends; and what has 
been matter of some surprise is, that this success should have been achieved by a di¬ 
rectory which has been appointed with no special view to their business habits, to their 
knowledge of the science of banking, to their acquaintance with the complicated con¬ 
cerns of commerce, or to their familiarity with the still more important subject of for¬ 
eign and domestic exchanges. This apparent paradox is to be accounted for by re¬ 
ference to the condition of the country and to the peculiar and favorable state of things 
before referred to. The country now is in a situation very different from what it was 
in 1823, and the affairs of the bank and its branches have assumed an importance 
from the great and sudden increase of capital from one hundred thousand to upwards 
of five millions of dollars, which imposes on the Legislature the duty of adopting such 
mode of appointing its agents and officers as will command the most approved skill, 
prudence and ability. It is out of the question to suppose that this immense sum can 
be profitably managed at the points where the several branches have been located, 
unless it be placed in charge of business men, and such as have an extensive acquain- 
ance with the mercantile transactions of the country. It is believed that the present 
plan of electing the President and Directors, by joint vote of the two houses is defec¬ 
tive, and I recommend that all our bank charters be so changed as to give the ap¬ 
pointment of these officers to the Governor with the sanction and approbation of the 
Senate. Since the late increase of members, the responsibility in making these elec¬ 
tions is so much divided that it is scarcely felt, and it is only necessary to appeal to 
the experience especially of the old members, to show that it has become the occasion 
of active, incessant and pressing electioneering, which interferes materially with the 
ordinary business of Legislation, and has in many instances controlled general measures 
of the first importance to the people. 

The change recommended aims only to introduce a principle of responsibility which 
does not now exist. It is sanctioned and desired by the best friends of the bank, and 
it is confidently believed, will remove the evils to be apprehended, and place our 
whole banking system upon a surer and better foundation. The nominations made 
by the Governor will be enquired into, examined and rgidly scrutinized. They will 
be approved by the people or condemned as they are correctly or improperly made, 
so that he will be held to a constant and strict responsibility. It must be borne in 
mind that the Governor is as immediately the representatives of the people, and as di¬ 
rectly amenable to them as the members of the Legislature, and that the proposed 
alteration is as democratic and republican in its character as the provisions sought to 
be repealed. 

I beg leave to call the attention of the General Assembly to our laws concerning in¬ 
solvent debtors. The subject of imprisonment for doubt has for some time attracted 
the attention of several states of the Union, and one of them has blotted from her 
Statute book this odious remnant of feudal tyranny. The power of the creditor over 
his unfortunate debtor has its origin in barbarous times, when military governments 
prevailed, and the favor which it has received in the United States, will not fail to 
be regarded by this subject, it is true, are comparatively mile, but still it is in the power 
of capricious and merciless creditors, to annoy, to mortify and degrade those whose 
misfortunes have rendered them unable to pay their debts-often better men and bet¬ 
ter citizens than their persecutors. We need only appeal to experience to prove 
that this power of incarceration adds no security whatever to contracts for the pay¬ 
ment of money, and that is serves only to gratify the worst feelings of our nature. If 
a man commit fraud by concealment of his property or otherwise , it should be held as 
a criminal offence and punished as such. But if he is willing to surrender his effects 
if he is ready to give up all he has in payments of his debts, it is an outrage upon all 
those principles of justice and humanity, which distinguish civilized from savage man 
to permit any process in the first instance that deprives him of his liberty, and in 
fact inflicts upon him the punishment due only to malefactors. Kentucky has set a 



noble example to the other States. If Alabama cannot aspire to the glory of being 
foremost, let strike high and at once for honor of being second in redeeming 
from this disgraceful thraldom the most sacred rights of man. 

Until now, I have not deemed it proper to urge upon the Legislature, the necessity 
of building and furnishing a house for the accommodation of the Governor. He is re¬ 
quired to reside at the seat of Government-it is constantly acting in discharge of his 
official duties, and to provide a residency suitable to the rank and dignity of his office 
and to the character of the State, would seem to be a measure of the most obvious 
propriety. Alabama has already risen to a high rank among the other republics of 
the Union, as well in relation to her public institutions, as to her wealth and intelli- 
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gence; and the want of proper apartments for the Chief Magistrate has become a sub¬ 
jest of complaint by may of our intelligent citizens and of invidious remark by stran¬ 
gers. Destitute as lie now is of suitable accommodations, he cannot held the inter¬ 
course with his fellow citizens which his public character requires, nor can he suita¬ 
bly represent the State, in transacting his business with foreigners and citizens of 
other States. 

The dividing line between this State and Georgia has- never been designated. From 
the very nature of the subject, it is destined to be the source of unpleasant difficulties 
unless it be speedily adjusted. The boundary which Georgia has established for her¬ 
self was marked without the approbation, and against the consent of Alabama, and 
consequently without any right or authority whatever. It cannot be regarded by the 
authorities of either State as the true line of division, unless in their opinion it has 
been traced in conformity with the articles of cession of 1802. It is obvious, there¬ 
fore, that perplexing questions of jurisdiction must of necessity frequently occur 
which in the end might interrupt the intercourse and friendly relations, which has 
always so happily subsisted between the two States. Two years since, a proposi¬ 
tions was made to Georgia to submit this question to the umpirage of distinguished 
individuals not citizens of either State. This was not acceded to, owning as was al- 
ledged, to the lands in the disputed territory, having been granted to her citizens 
who would lost entirely, if they should fall within the limits of this State, un¬ 
less Georgia would assume an indebtedness to the General Government equal to their 
value. To obviate this difficulty and to overcome this objection, a memorial was 
adopted by our General Assembly, at their last session, asking Congress to relinquish 
such titles as the United States might have in these lands, which did not search Wash¬ 
ington City in time for the action of that body previous to its adjournment. As the 
success of the memorial is the only means likely to accomplish an amicable settle¬ 
ment of this controversy, it would be advisable and expedient to instruct our delega¬ 
tion to urge its consideration upon the national Legislature at the earliest practicable 
period. 

In my last annual message, I called you attention to the subject of Internal Im¬ 
provements and entered at some length upon the practical benefits that would result 
from establishing a Rail Road communication between the Tennessee River and the 
waters of the Mobile bay. It was then demonstrated by actual calculation, that the 
loss which our planting interests sustained in the year 1833, for want of early access 
to the markets and from the high price of land transportation, exceeded two and a 
half millions of dollars! This fact of itself should determine the councils of the state 
to enter upon this great work without further delay. Nature has done much for Al¬ 
abama by intersecting it, almost every where, with fine navigable streams, affording 
facilities for the transportation of its productions which few other countries enjoy; 
and this circumstance renders the fact somewhat remarkable; that no country would 
be more benefited by a work, such as the one proposed. The truth is, its value is 
in exact proportion to the number of these streams and to the conveniences, which 
they dispense to our planters. For instance, the rail road would lose greatly in im¬ 
portance, if deprived of the immense trade furnished by east and middle Tennessee 
and western Virginia, by means if the Tennessee river and its tributary streams. 

Take from it the rich and valuable eargoes which freight the floating castles of this 
majestic stream, and the enterprise would be deprived of one of its most valuable ob¬ 
jects. In like manner, the work which is intended to bring the produce from the 
north eastern section of the State of Montgomery, would be of but little comparative 
use without the additional facilities afforded by the Alabama river. The very existence 
of navigable watercourses in any country, by diminishing their expense forms the 
main inducement for opening artificial channels of communication. The position, 
therefore, which is sometimes advanced, that our navigation is already sufficient for 
all the purposes of trade, is highly absurd, and cannot be seriously urged by any who 



will devote to the subject the consideration which its real and intrinsic importance 
demands. When this measure was under consideration at the last session, it is not to 
be disguised, that it was retarded in it progress if not defeated, by sectional preju¬ 
dices and by what was improperly deemed conflicting interests. It may be safely 
affirmed, that so far from the contemplated work being injurious to any portion of the 
general welfare. It cannot be located in every county, but its benefits will reach 
them all and its blessing will be seen and felt by every farmer in the State. The 
sweeping commercial tide that will flow through the heart of the country will send 
out its genial and vivifying streams in every direction, giving life, activity and enter- 
prize to every hamlet, village and town within our borders. 

B 
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Alabama is now the largest cotton-growing State in the Union, and with the aid of 
the proposed work, Mobile will be the most extensive market for that staple south of 
New York. With the 250,000 bales which she would receive from North Alabama 
and Tennessee, and which would be deducted from the exportation at New Orleans, 
she would, in the article of cotton, at least, be the successful rival of the great City 
which has hitherto been the proud designation of "the emporium of the West.” A- 
ware of the effects which a connection of the Tennessee with the waters of the Mo¬ 
bile bay, would produce upon her commercial prosperity, she has convinced the bold 
design of constructing a rail road from the city of Nashville, a distance of more than 
five hundred miles, and her enterprising citizens, with commendable zeal and activi¬ 
ty, have entered upon the first steps of this stupendous undertaking. Within the 
last year this subject has engaged the attention of our fellow citizens in various quar¬ 
ters and it is believed that they are fully convinced of its necessity and importance, 
Discussion has displayed in a clear and forcible light the benefits which were perceiv¬ 
ed and pointed out by its early friends. 

The key to our land locked coast is held by a foreign power, which exposes is in a 
peculiar manner to invasion. Tennessee is a perpetual store house of all military 
supplies, and an immense and inexhaustible cantonment of the finest citizen soldiers 
in America. Let the proposed work be completed and you bring this State into the 
immediate vicinity of our maratime frontier. Her supplies would be transported 
upon the shortest notice and at the cheapest rate; and her gallant freemen would 
speed with the velocity of the winds to participate in the glourious privilege of meet¬ 
ing and repulsing an enemy who might venture to invade our shores. They would 
be ever ready to entwine around the brow of their leader, laurels as fresh and as 
blooming as was the wreathe they move twenty years ago, for the most gallant and 
successful captain of the age. 

The people will hail with satisfaction any measures that may ensure a speedy con¬ 
struction of this work. If the present opportunity is permitted to pass- if we allow 
other States to take from us this boon which promises so much for the character, 
propriety and future prospects of the State, an injury will be inflicted on the country 
which will always be deplored, because it can never be repaired. 

The whole country has recently, been much agitated, by a disclosure of the meas¬ 
ures which have been adopted, and the attempts which have been made and are now 
making, to interfere with and destroy the institution of slavery, as it exists in the 
South. The purpose of this interference, as avowed by its authors, is the immedi¬ 
ate abolition of slavery, at any hazard and by whatever means they may deem neces¬ 
sary to its accomplishment. The expedient of sending to the south, for distribu¬ 
tion among our slave population, immense numbers of tracts, misrepresentations and 
pictures, calculated to render them dissatisfied with their condition and to incite 
them to rebellion against their masters, has been adopted as the readiest way to in- 
roduce the bloody scenes of the drama which has been deliberately plotted for our 
ruin, and which, influenced by the dark spirit of fanaticism; they are resolved to 
perform. 

This attempt to interfere with an institution, peculiarly and entirely our own, 
which no power on earth can control without our consent, which existed previous to 
the formation of the constitution and has been sanctioned, ratified and confirmed by 
that instrument, has roused the whole South, as one man, to the highest pitch of in¬ 
dignation. They have moved almost simultaneously and without concert to hold 
large public meetings, and to adopt resolutions showing, that understanding their 
rights they are determined to maintain them as becomes freemen. Deeply and hor¬ 
ribly impressed with the shocking calamities that must attend a servile and domestic 
war, they will not permit the question of slavery to be discussed, since discussion will 
inevitably produce the evils they so much deprecate. 

Arthur Tappan and the infariate demoniacs associated with him, as if intending to 



add to injury, gravely maintain, that the freedom of opinion and the liberty of the 
press, secured by our institutions, given them a warrant for overflowing this country 
with their licentious and incendiary publications. And in that very midst of the ex¬ 
citement which has prevailed at the North; when our brethren, in that quarter were 
loud and indignant in expressing their disapprobation of the reckless course of these 
fanatics, they appealed, in a printed and formal document, to the American people 
to sustain them, under the pretext of free discussion, in their efforts to light up our 
land by the midnight conflagration of our dwellings, and to effect the indiscriminate 
slaughter of our wives, of our sons, and our daughters. 

Nothing is more to be regretted, that the attempts which have been made by par- 
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tisan newspapers to connect this subject with the contest that is now going on for the 
office of President of the United States. The politicians of the South who do not 
favor the pretension of a Northern candidate for this high office, are charged with 
endeavoring to keep up and increase the abolition excitement, with the fool design 
of dissolving the Union, while it is maintained, on the other hand, that the candidate 
alluded to is in favor of the principles and friendly to the views of the Northern in¬ 
cendiaries. These mutual accusations are illiberal and unjust, because they are 
made without any proof whatever and it is believed have not the slightest foundation 
in truth. They serve to show the bitterness of party spirit, and the unprincipled de¬ 
vices to which editors of the present day will resort, for the purpose of proving their 
devotion to particular individuals. If the exertions of those who are endeavoring to 
distract the dangers of the impending crisis, should be attended with success-if by 
threatening the people of the slave holding states with the odium of a connection with 
this or that political creed, they can induce any considerable portion of them to a- 
bandon or become indifferent to a cause in which their highest interests and their 
whole fortune are vitally at stake, they may succeed in making a President, but it is 
fearfully apprehend, that a dissolution of the Union will be among the early fruits of 
their victory; for no one of common discernment can doubt, that unless the Northern 
fanatics are prevented by timely measures from pursuing their mad career, this event 
will certainly and speedily take place. 

We are told, that public sentiment in the North is decidedly in our favor, and that 
the large and numerous public meetings which have been called throughout the non¬ 
slave holding states, demonstrate that the majority is too overwhelming to be resisted 
—that, with these favorable indications before us, we should not agitate this subject 
in the south, and that it is our duty to rely, for safety, upon the force of public opin¬ 
ion in that quarter. Our Northern brethren deserve and will command our gratitude 
for the interest they have taken in our behalf, and there can be little doubt that the 
majority against the abolitionists is very large, but this reasoning is wholly erroneous 
and delusive. He who believes that fanaticism can be put down by public opinion 
has a very imperfect knowledge of human nature, and must be deaf to the lessons and 
admonitions of history. So far form this being the case, the opposition to public opin¬ 
ion is the aliment, the fool that feeds, nourished and sustains this dark and fiendish 
passion. Of this, no stronger proof could be offered than the success, with which 
the efforts of these false philanthropists have been crowned, in oppositions to the con¬ 
centrated force of public opinion throughout the Northern States. I ndeed they nev¬ 
er acquired any considerable notoriety until this opposition commenced. Under its 
heaviest pressure, if the information we have received be correct, they have establish 
ed 250 anti-slavery societies, and about thirty presses, from one of which, they send 
forth weekly, from twenty five to fifty thousand incendiary pamphlets, and other sim¬ 
ilar publications. But a short while since, the whole population of the State of New 
York, seemed to be roused to a sense of the dangers threatened by the machinations 
of these societies. The largest public meetings which had ever been convened, were 
speedily assembled, from which issued the most eloquent and burning condemnation of 
the abolitionists and yet in the very face of these proceedings, imposing as they un- 
dobutedly were, they have called a convention of their associated, from the several 
counties and districts in that state, and their leader Tappan and others, in numerous 
handbills, have announced their firm and unshaken purpose of renewing with increas¬ 
ed energy, their exertions in favor of immediate abolition. It is obvious, there¬ 
fore, that we blindly and obstinately deceive ourselves, if we entertain the belief 
that public opinion, unaided by the strong sanctions of the law, will have any other 
effect than to strengthen the hands of the pangeous and insidious enemy. It has 
been improperly admitted by writes in the South, who have engaged in discussing 
this subject, that the constitution and laws of the United States, in regard to fugitives 
from justice, do not authorize a demand for the delivery of those incendiaries, to the 



States whose laws have been violated. The opinion has been embraced under the 
erroneous impression, that the rules of strict construction, which, with great proprie¬ 
ty apply to certain parts of the constitution, must necessarily apply to all others. 

They do not appear to have observed the obvious distinction, between those provis¬ 
ions of this instrument, which transfer powers to the General Government, and those 
which confirm and enlarge the rights of te States as they existed previous to its for¬ 
mation. When the States achieved their independence, they had no rules to regu¬ 
late their intercourse with each other, but such as could be derived from the law of 
nations. This law, as laid down by Vattel in relation to offenders is, that a sovereign 
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"ought not to suffer his subjects to molest the subjects of others, or to do them an 
injury; much less should he permit them audaciously to offered foreign powers. He 
ought to oblige the guilty to repair the damage, if that he be possible - to inflict upon 
him exemplary punishment, or in short, according to the nature and circumstances 
attending it, to deliver him up to the offended State, there to received justice. The 
rule as stated by this eminent author was defective, as it left it too much in the pow¬ 
er of the State applied to, to judge of the nature of the crime, far which an offender 
should be delivered up, and as no mode of proceeding was specified, in making the 
demand, and no compulsory obligation imposed to ensure a compliance with it, when 
made. To remedy these defects, the constitution provides, that "a person charged 
in any State, with treason, felony or other crime, who shall flee from justice and be 
found in another, shall, on demand of the executive authority of the State from which 
he fled, and be removed to the State having jurisdiction of the crime. It is contended 
that by this clause, unless a man actually flee, runaway or voluntarily go into another 
State, he cannot be demanded by the Governor of the State in which his crime was 
committed. The expression flee, is not as comprehensive as others that might have 
been employed, but, as the great object of this provision was to secure the punish¬ 
ment of offenders, and thereby preserve the harmony of the States, according to all 
the known rules of constructions, it should be taken in the sense in which it was used 
by the framers of the Constitution. The word flee as it occurs in this clause is sy¬ 
nonymous with the word evade. It would be trifling with the dignity and importance 
of the subject, to confine this expression strictly its literal meaning, for it would 
lead to the absurd conclusion, that is an offender leaves the State by any means what¬ 
ever, without his consent, he could not be demanded or surrendered up to the justice 
of our laws. Suppose the case of a man guilty of murder here, who is conveyed by 
force to Georgia, and is tried and acquitted for supposes offences against the 
laws of that State. He chooses afterwards to reside in Georgia, and according to the 
position assumed, cannot be demanded of the executive, for he did not flee from 
justice, if to flee is a voluntary act. This provision of constitution should receive 
the most liberal construction, for the reason that it is in favor of the rights of the 
States, and because, without such construction, they will be deprived of the power 
of self protection. It is undoubtedly true, that the States of the Union, in all their 
reserved rights, occupy to each other the relation of independent sovereignties, and 
any one of them has the right to demand redress and satisfaction for injuries done by 
the others or by their citizens. But having expressly relinquished the power to en¬ 
ter into treaties, grant letters of marque and reprisal, &c. the only means to which re¬ 
sort can be had to secure the obligations which exist between independent States, we 
should if we rely on the rational code, be restricted simply to the privilege of pre¬ 
ferring our complaints without the power of enforcing them. Influenced by the 
views herein expressed, I have transmitted to the Governor of New York, a copy of 
an indictment, found by the Grand J ury of Tuscaloosa county at their late session, a- 
gainst one of these incendiary editors, by the name of Williams, accompanied with a 
demand for his delivery for trial to the authorities of this State. From the high 
character of the Chief Magistrate of New York, from his known attachment to the 
Union and the just and liberal views he entertains towards the institutions and peo¬ 
ple of the South, there is no doubt that he will examine the subject with the most 
favorable dispositions, and with a sincere desire to render impartial justice, and to ar¬ 
rive at a correct interpretation of the constitution. After all, the question is rendered 
doubtful, as many persons in the South, respectable for intelligence and political re¬ 
search, have published opinions different from mine, and it is not improbable that 
these opinions will be embraced by our Northern brethren. Such are the perils of 
our situation - the dangers by which we are surrounded, that it is certainly the part 
of wisdom and prudence not to rest out case on any doubtful issue. We should look 
to those measures of safety and resort to them at once, which will place us beyond 
the reach of these unprincipled fanatics. Should the right to demand them, be ad- 



mitted, it may well be questioned whether that would protect us against the evils of 
which we complain. As the evidence to be brought against them will have to be 
collected in the States where their schemes and machinations are prepared, it would 
be difficult, if not impracticable, to convict them, according to the rules which have 
been laid down in criminal prosecutions, for the security and protection of the citizen. 
It is believed, therefore, that no remedy short of severe penal statutes, passed by the 
States where slavery does not exist, will be effectual for our relief. They them¬ 
selves entertain no doubt of their right to pass these laws, and they are called up¬ 
on to do so, by the solemn behests of the constitution, by the noble efforts of our 
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ancestors for independence, and by the blessings we all derive from out glorious 
and happy Union. 

As a new administration is about to commence, under the auspices of a gen¬ 
tleman, whose well tried public services, and known devotion to the State, with 
an intimate acquaintance with all its various interests, have justly secured for him 
the confidence of a very large majority of his fellow citizens, I have deemed it 
proper to leave open, almost the entire field of internal policy, which I presume 
he will occupy in a message he will probably communicate, in a few days, after he 
enters upon the duties of his office. 

In terminating my political connexion with the people of Alabama, I beg leave to 
return my great acknowledgments, or the distinguished marks of favor and confi¬ 
dence, with which they have honored me, with but few short intervals for the last 
seventeen years. 

It is painful to reflect that these have not been repaid, by the exertion of more 
talent, than it has fallen to my lot to possess, and by abler services than it was in my 
power to render. Many errors have doubtless committed, and I ask for them the 
indulgence due to the integrity of purpose, and a sincere desire to promote the inter¬ 
est, happiness and prosperity of the State. The difficulties of the station from which 
I am retiring, have not been few. The country has been shocked, during the last 
four years, by political strifes, and agitations, that threatened the most serious con¬ 
sequences. I have not failed to sound the approach of danger whenever it made its 
appearance, and have endeavored to meet the tempest with the firmness demanded 
by its perils. 

It cannot but be a source of pleasure to us all that amidst the storms which have 
passed over in frightful and rapid succession, Alabama has been steadily advancing 
to her present enviable propriety. But we must ascribe it to the goodness of Provi¬ 
dence, and to the wisdom of her councils. I close this communication by tendering 
to the General Assembly my sincere thanks for the kindness and courtesy which have 
always characterized their intercourse with this department.

Mr Hudson presented the petition of sundry citizens of Franklin coun¬ 
ty, praying full compensation to William Drake for certain negroes therein 
named, who were executed for the murder of H.S. Golson, which was 
read and on motion of Mr Hudson referred to the committee on proposi¬ 
tions and grievances. 

A message from the House of Representatives by Mr Frierson - Mr 
President, the House of Representatives concur in the resolution proposing 
to go into the election of the J udge of the county court of Limestone coun¬ 
ty, and have amended the same by inserting also "a J udge of the county 
court of Conecuh county” in which they ask the concurrence of the Sen¬ 
ate which was on motion of Mr Walthall laid on the table. 

Mr Beene presented a memorial to the Congress of the United States, 
which was read and on motion of Mr Beene laid on the table and forty cop¬ 
ies ordered to be printed. 

Mr Wilkinson presented the account of J ames Savage, jailor of Clarke 
county, which was read and referred to the committee on accounts and 
claims. 

Mr Arnold presented the account of C. Mitchell, which was read and 
referred to the committee on accounts and claims. 

Mr Arnold presented the account of J ames Brown, which was read and 
referred to the committee on accounts and claims. 

Mr Rains presented the account of David Curry, which was read and 
referred to the committee on accounts and claims. 

Mr Perkins presented the petition of Alfred Battle, which was referred 
to the J udiciary committee. 

On motion of Mr Rather, it was Resolved, that the committee on edu¬ 
cation be instructed to enquire into the state and situation of the sixteenth 
sections throughout the State, the number that have been sold and for 
what price, how may remains unsold, and their probably value, the state 
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of schools throughout the State, and to suggest to the Legislature some 
plan of removing the existing evils on that subject. 

Mr President presented the report of the cashier of the Branch of the 
Bank of the State of Alabama at Montgomery, which was on motion of 
Mr Bibb laid on the table. 

Mr Riddle from the select committee to which was referred a bill to be 
entitled an act to fill vacancies in the board of trustees of the University of 
the State of Alabama, reported the same with sundry amendments which 
together with the amendments was on motion of Mr Walthall committed 
to the committee on education. 

The senate then proceeded to the orders of the day. 

A bill entitled an act to repeal a certain act therein named, was read 
a second time, and on motion of Mr Perkins was referred to the commit¬ 
tee on he judiciary. 

Mr Riddle offered the following resolution; Resolved, that the com't on the 
state bank be instructed to enquire into the expediency of establishing a branch 
of the bank of te State of Alabama at Greensboro, with a capitol of one 
million of dollars, and that they report by bill or otherwise, which was 
adopted. 

Mr Bibb called from the table the message of His Excellency the Gov¬ 
ernor, and on motion of Mr Bibb, it was made the special order in commit¬ 
tee of the whole for to-morrow at 11 o'clock. 

Mr Beene offered the following resolution; Resolved, that an additional 
standing committee be appointed to be entitled the committee on rail roads 
which was rejected. 

Mr Lane offered the following resolution; Resolved, that a committee 
be appointed to act jointly with such committee as may be appointed on the 
part of the House of Representatives to take into consideration, the mili¬ 
tia laws of the State, and enquire into the defects now complained of, and 
report such amendments as shall be deemed expedient, which was adopted. 
Messrs Lane Farrer and Musgrove were appointed a committee on the 
part of the Senate. 

Mr Rather introduced a bill to be entitled an act to incorporate the Plan¬ 
ters and Merchants insurance company at Decatur, which was read and 
ordered to a second reading on to-morrow. 

Mr Roberts introduced a bill to be entitled an act, for the relief of tenants 
in possession against dormant bills which was read and ordered to a second 
reading on to-morrow. 

Mr President presented the annual report of the President of the branch 
of the bank of the State of Alabama at Mobile, which was on motion of 
Mr Roberts, laid on the table 

On motion of Mr Walthall; Resolved, that the judiciary committee be 
instructed to enquire into the expediency of amending the patrol laws of 
this state so as to render them more efficient. 

On motion of Mr Hudson; Resolved, that the committee on Roads, 

Bridges and Ferries, be instructed to enquire into the expediency of pass¬ 
ing a law authorising the judges of the county courts and commissioners 
of roads and revenue to levy a special tax for the present mode of working 
them, with leave to report by bill or otherwise. 

On motion of Mr Irwin, adjourned 'till 10 o'clock on to-morrow. 

WEDNESDAY, November 19, 1835. 

The Senate met pursuant to adjournment. 

Mr Roberts introduced the memorial of sundry citizens of Mobile which 
was on motion of Mr Roberts, referred to a select committee, consisting of 



messrs Roberts, Rains and Burke.

FRIDAY, Nov. 20, 1835. 

The Senate met pursuant to adjournment. 

The following message was received from the House of Representatives 
by Mr Ford; Mr President, the House of Representatives concur in the 
resolution from the Senate proposing to go into the election of judges of 
the county courts of Limestone and Conecuh counties this day at half 
past 11 AM ; they also concur in the resolution from the Senate pro¬

spect for the character, talents and moral worth of the deceased. 

Resolved further, that is as a testimonial of their respect for his memo¬ 
ry and respect for his loss, to the State, as well as to the community in 
which he lived, the members of the Senate went the usual badge of mourn¬ 
ing for thirty days; which were adopted.

On motion of Mr Arnold, Resolved, that the committee on privileges 
and elections be instructed to enquire into the expediency of establishing 
certain election precincts therein named. 

Message from the House of Representatives by Mr Ford, Mr President, 
the House of Representatives have adopted the following resolution: 

Resolved, That the Senate be now invited into the Hall of the House, 
for the purpose of going into the election of a judge of the county court of 
Limestone, Conecuh and Lowndes counties; whereupon, the Senate re¬ 
paired to the Hall of the House, were seated, and Mr President announced 
the object of the convention of the two houses; the two Houses then pro¬ 
ceeded to elect a judge for the county court of Limestone county; Paul 
Hildreth being the only person in nomination, received all the votes that 
were given, whereupon, Mr Speaker declared him duly elected judge of 
the county court of Limestone county. 

The two Houses then proceeded to the election of a judge of the county 
court of Conecuh county; J ephtha B. Perryman being the only person in 
nomination; Mr Perryman received 106, being all the votes given; where¬ 
upon, Mr Speaker declared him duly elected judge of the county court of 
Conecuh county.

On motion of Mr Rains Resolved, That a committee be appointed on 
the part of the Senate, to act with such committee as may be appointed on 
the part of the House of Representatives, for the purpose of waiting on 
the Governor elect, when the hour of twelve o'clock shall arrive, and in¬ 
form him that the two Houses are ready to receive him in the Representa¬ 
tive Hall, for the purpose of witnessing the administration of the oaths of 
office.

EXECUTIVE DEPARTMENT, 

Tuscaloosa, 21st November 1835. 

In my annual message on th 17th, inst. I informed the General Assembly, that 
the sum on one thousand dollars had been paid to the engineer employed to survey 
the route of a Rail Road around the falls of the Coosa river. 

This payment being made out of the contingent fund and the demand, upon that 
fund being larger during the current year, than usually as will be seen by reference 
to the report of the Comptroller. I found it necessary in August to make an arrange¬ 
ment with the Bank, by which the sum of fifteen hundred dollars, was place to 
the credit of the Executive to be checked for as the exigencies of his Department 
might require. This was effected by drawing on the Comptroller at four months. 

I herewith present the statement of the cashier from which it appears that eight hun¬ 
dred and forty one dollars have been expended, leaving a balance of six hundred and 
twenty eight dollars and fifty cents. The contingent fund for the ensuing year should 
be made sufficient large to cover the amount which has been used; or perhaps the 
object would be better effected by making a specific appropriation. Vacancies have 
occurred in the Board of Trustees of the University, by the death of J ohn Elliot esq. 
and by the resignation of Messrs Dellett, Hubbard and Lawler.

On motion of Mr McVay, Resolved, That with the concurrence of the 
House of Representatives, the two Houses will adjourn sine die, on or be¬ 
fore the 20th of December next, which was on motion of Mr Brown laid 
upon the table. 

On motion of Mr Beene, Resolved, That the J udiciary Committee be 
instructed to inquire into the expediency of passing a law authorizing the 
deposition of witnesses to be taken and read in evidence when they reside 
more than fifty miles from the Court where their testimony may be re¬ 
quired. 

On motion of Mr. Arnold, Resolved, That the committee on Internal 
Improvement and Inland Navigation, be instructed to enquire into the ex¬ 
pediency of appropriating dollars to the improvement of the 

Tallapoosa river; and that they Report by Bill or otherwise. 

On motion of Mr. Lane, Resolved, That with the concurrence of the 
House of Representatives, the two Houses will assemble in the Represen¬ 
tative Hall on Saturday the 29th instant, for the purpose of electing a J udge 
for the 4th J udicial Circuit. 

Mr. Wallace presented the petition of sundry citizens of Lawrence 
county, upon the subject of taxing free negroes, which was read and refer¬ 
red to the committee on the J udiciary. 

On motion of Mr. Nabors, Mr Beene was added to the committee on in¬ 
ternal improvement and inland navigation. 

On motion of Mr. Rather, Mr Hudson was added to the committee on 
county boundaries. 

On motion of Mr Wilkinson, Mr Wallace was added to the committee 
on Internal Improvement and Inland Navigation. 

On motion fo Mr Hudson, Resolved, That the committee on internal 
improvement and inland navigation be instructed to inquire into the expe¬ 
diency of granting the New Orleans and Nashville rail road company the 
right and privilege of carrying their road through the State of Alabama, 
and that they report their opinion to the Senate by bill or otherwise.

Mr Farrar presented the account of S. Cunningham, sheriff of St. Clair 
county, which was referred to the committee on accounts and claims. 

On motion of Mr. McVay, it was ordered that five hundred copies of the 
Governor's inaugural address be printed for the use of the Senate. 

On motion of Mr Roberts, the Senator from Marengo was added to the 
committee on internal improvements and inland navigation.

On motion of Mr. I rwin, the Senator from Benton was added to the com¬ 
mittee on roads, bridges, and ferries. 

On motion of Mr Rather, Resolved, that five members be a quorum to 
transact business on the committee on internal improvement and inland 
navigation, which was on motion of Mr McVay laid on the table, when on 
motion of Mr. Rains, the Senate adjourned until ten o'clock on to-mor 
row. 

TUESDAY, November 24 

The Senate met pursuant to adjournment. 

Mr Bibb introduced a bill to be entitled an act to increase the capital 
stock of the Branch of the Bank of the State of Alabama at Montgomery, 
which was read and ordered to a second reading on to-morrow. 

Mr Hudson from the select committee to which was referred the memo¬ 
rial of the President and Trustees of the town of Tuscumbia, reported a 
bill in conformity with the prayer of the memorial, entitled a bill to be en¬ 
titled an act supplemental to an Act incorporating the town of Tuscumbia, 
approved J an. the 13th, 1827, which report was concurred in, read, and 
ordered to be read a second time on to-morrow. 

On motion of Mr I rwin, Resolved, that the Secretary of State be re¬ 
quested to furnish the Senate with the number of Alabama Digests in his 
office. 

On motion of Mr Riddle, Resolved, that the judiciary committee be 
instructed to enquire into the expediency of enacting a law more effectually 
to suppress the circulation of printed or written papers, pamphlets, circu- 
culars, cuts, plates, figures, pictures, or any device whatsoever, which may 
have a tendency to excite to insurrection, revolt, conspiracy, or resistance 
on the part of the slaves or free persons of color in this state, against the 
citizens thereof, and the expediency of some law to punish any person who 
shall hold out inducements to, or persuade any slave to quit the possession 
of his or her owner, with leave to report on bill or otherwise. 

Mr Burke, from the committee on accounts and claims, to which was 
referred such accounts, reported a bill to be entitled, an act making spe¬ 
cial appropriations for the payment of claims against the state, which was 
read and ordered to a second reading on to-morrow. 

On motion of Mr Hudson, Resolved, that the judiciary committee be- 
instructed to inquire into the expediency of so altering or amending an act 
to provide for the more speedy trial of slaves and free persons of colour 
approved 7th J anuary, 1832, and to limit and confine the force and opera¬ 
tion of the said act to times of insurrection or rebellion, with leave to re¬ 
port by bill or otherwise. 

Mr Larkins introduced a bill to be entitled an act to authorize the sheriff 
of Macon county to assess and collect the taxes of the same, which was 
read and ordered to a second reading on to-morrow. 

Mr Keener introduced a bill to be entitled an act to amend an act enti- 
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tied an Act, incorporating the town of Irwintown, in the county of Barbour, 
which was read, and ordered to a second reading on to-morrow. 

The Senate then proceeded to the orders of the day. When the engros¬ 
sed bill entitled an act to amend the laws in relation to the sixteenth sec¬ 
tions, was read a third time, when Mr Vining offered an amendment as a 
fourth section to the bill by way of engrossed ryder; which amendment 
was read three times, and together with the bill passed the Senate. 

On motion of Mr Barclay, Resolved, that the committee on roads, brid¬ 
ges, and ferries, be instructed to inquire into the expediency of prolonging 
the time for the apportionment of hands to work on public roads and 
of making apportionments made after the limited time valid and binding on 
overseers and hands. 

The bill to be entitled an act for the benefit of the town of Springfield, 
was on motion of Mr Riddle, laid on the table. 

The joint resolution and memorial to the Congress of the United States 
in relation to preemption rights, was read a second time and ordered to be 
engrossed for a third reading, on to-morrow. 

The bill to be entitled an act to divide the 25th regiment of Alabama Mi¬ 
litia, in the county of Henry, was read a second time, and on motion of 
Mr I rwin, the bill was amended by striking out the word seventy-fifth, 
where it occurs, and inserting seventy-seventh, and the bill as amended or¬ 
dered to be engrossed for a third reading on to-morrow. 

A bill to be entitled an act to authorize guardians to remove the property 
of their wards, from one county to another in this state, was read a second 
time. Mr Wilkinson offered a proviso to the bill, and then moved the re- 
fering the bill and proviso to the judiciary committee, which was carried, 
and the bill so referred. 

The following message was received from the House of Representatives 
by Mr Frierson; Mr President; The House of Representatives have pas¬ 
sed a bill from the Senate, of the following title, "an act to repeal certain 
Acts therein named."

Wallace. 

Those who voted in the negative, are Messrs, President, Arnold, Beene, 
Barclay, Bibb, Burke, Farrar, Hemphill, Irwin, Larkins, Musgrove, Mc- 
Vay, Nabors, Riddle, Roberts, Rains, Walthall and Wilkinson. 

The resolution was then ordered to be engrossed for a third reading on 
to-morrow; when the Senate on motion of Mr Bibb adjourned to 10 o'clock 
to-morrow. 

WEDNESDAY, Nov. 25th, 1835

The following message was received from His Excellency the Govern¬ 
or, by Mr E A Webster, Secretary of State. 

EXECUTIVE DEPARTMENT, 

Friday, November 27, 1835 
Fellow Citizens of the Senate and Flouse of Representatives: 

One of the first dutids required of the Executive, by our constitution, is to commu¬ 
nicate to you such information of the state of the government, as he may possess, 
and recommend to your consideration such measurers as he may deem expedient.- 
The performance of this duty has been rendered less necessary, on my part, by the 
able communication, which you have already received from my distinguished prede- 
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cessor. On some subjects, however, which he doubtless deemed worthy of you con¬ 
sideration, he has thought proper to be silent, for reasons, of which you are fully ap¬ 
prized; and some of those embraced in his message are of such deep interest to the 
community, that I shall be excused for presenting such views, as I entertain in refer¬ 
ence to them, however little aid you may derive from them. 

Amongst the various matter, interesting to our constituents, which claims your at¬ 
tention and invite your most serious deliberation, none can be regarded more impor¬ 
tant, that the attempts recently made by certain combinations of individuals, mainly 
of the Northern and Middle States, to produce an immediate abolition of slavery. It 
is not a little singular that these attempts are made by those, who have no interest, 
whatever, in the subject; who are under no sort of responsibility for its continuance 
and who have no practical knowledge of the mode of its existence. With very few 
exceptions, those concerned are citizens of States, where slavery does not exist, who 
do not, and never did, own such property, and who are wholly ignorant of the treat¬ 
ment of our slaves, from personal observation. 

It is not my purpose to discuss any abstract question, involved in this subject. It 
would be conceding too much; nay, it would be degrading to us, as freeman, con¬ 
scious of our rights, to admit to be debatable, or suffer ourselves to be called on to 
answer, the question-whether slavery be right, or wrong? It is enough for us that 
the question is our own, not theirs. It is sufficient for us, that the Federal compact 
has left the subject exclusively, and entirely on legislation, and jurisdiction of the 
respective States, in all respects whatever. So far from the existence of any sem- 
balance of right in others, to interfere with the subject, slavery is reorganized, as legiti¬ 
mate, by the constitution, and it is expressly stipulated in the second section of the 
fourth article, that "No person held to service or labor in one State, under the laws 
thereof, escaping into another, shall in consequence of any law or regulation therein 
be discharged from such service or labor may be due.” Thus, not only did the illustri¬ 
ous framers of our constitution leave the subject where it had been, from the founda¬ 
tion of the several colonial governments, as a matter of exclusive, domestic policy but 
bound each State, and the people thereof, by the most solemn compact, to co-operate 
with the citizens of every other State, and to aid them, in the enforcement of such 
right of property. Hence, it would be an indisputable violation of the fundamental 
law of the Union, for the constituted authorities of any one of the States, to interfere 
with the policy of another, in regard to such persons as are bound to service, or labor 
by its laws, and it cannot be perceived that it would be less inconsistent with good 
faith, or with the spirit of the compact, for the government of a State to suffer its 
citizens, individually, or by organizing themselves into associations, or societies, to do 
the same thing. 

Actuated by the spirit of conciliation, and fraternal feeling which influenced our 
fathers in the formation of our confederacy, and the adoption of our justly boasted 
constitution, it is to be expected that such measures will be taken by our sister States, 
as will effectually repress and restrain all attempts by their citizens, separate or com¬ 
bined, to excite sedition or rebellion, amongst any class of our population. Indeed, 
it is gratifying to believe, from all the indications of public sentiment in the non-slave 
holding States, which we have seen in the numerous and highly respectable meetings 
of the people, that they entertain a just sense of our rights and their obligations; and 
that they feel for out Union that high veneration, and that patriotic devotion, which 
are indispensable to its perpetuity. They have every where acknowledged the con¬ 
stitutional guaranty, under which we hold that species of our property; have disclaim¬ 
ed all right, or power, to intermeddle with it, directly or indirectly, and have de¬ 
nounced, as seditious and incendiary, the efforts which have been, and are being 
made, against the security of our rights, by reckless and fanatical individuals, under 
the hypocritical mask of religion and philanthropy. If this just, and friendly spirit 
should continue to prevail among the people of those States, and preside over their 



legislative deliberations, we may soon dismiss all apprehension of danger, from that 
source, and look forward to the happiest results. 

But, notwithstanding the well founded expectation, that out brethren will be mind¬ 
ful of the grave and important obligations they owe us, as members of the same con¬ 
federacy, it behooves us to discharge our duty to ourselves. It is always desirable, as 
far as practicable, and consistent with that first principle of our nature-self preser- 
vation-to rely on the law, and its regularly constituted tribunals for our security and 
the administration of justice. Hence, I would, respectfully, but earnestly, a careful 
examination and revision of our statuary provisions in regard to slaves, their crimes 
and the mode of the trial and punishment; as well as the most scrupulous attention 
??? provisions, as relate to those, who would excite them to rebellion, or insur- 
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rection, or even discontent with their situations. It is apprehended that one of the 
principal defects will be found to exist in reference to crimes, which have their in¬ 
ception, but not their consummation, and whose chief perpetrators reside beyond the 
limits of our own State. The strict rule, which governs the construction of penal 
statutes, might render in difficult to convict or to sustain a conviction, against an in¬ 
habitant of another State, still remaining there , who writes, prints, publishes, or sends 
forth for distribution within our limits such productions as excite, on have a ten¬ 
dency to excite our slaves to insurrection, or rebellion. The mere fact that an indi¬ 
vidual, who writes, prints, or sends forth for distribution, through the mails, or oth¬ 
erwise, an article having a seditious, or insurrectionary tendency, resides or does the 
inceptive act, beyond our limits, is, in my opinion, perfectly immaterial, both in de- 
terming its grade and our power to punish the crime. The motive, the act, and 
its consequences determine the character of the offence, and although the intention 
may be conceived, and the act partly done elsewhere, it has its consummant, or and 
its effects here. If a person standing beyond, were to shoot and kill, a citizen with 
in the limits of our State, with malice afterthought, would it not be murder? The 
habitations of some of our citizens are very near our boundaries. Suppose an incen¬ 
diary to throw a torch from a position within Georgia, Tennessee, or Mississippi 
and set on fire, and consume one of their mansions, would it not be arson? But one 
answer can be given to those questions, by any being of intelligence. If an individu¬ 
al, or a number of individuals of another State, united, prepare the means where 
they reside, for the murder of our wives and children, and the conflagration of our 
dwellings, and cause, or procure them to be used here, through the agency of other 
persons, or by any other instrument, for the accomplishment of those purposes, are 
they less guilty, or ought they to be held less responsible for those diabolical crimes, 
than if they had conducted them to their consummation in proper person. All must 
respond that the moral guilt would be equal, nor should the law of the land recog¬ 
nize any difference. 

Then, if it be not so already, let the law be adopted to the circumstances, and 
manner of the crime. Let it hold equally guilty, and inflict equal penalties on him 
who may, in any other state, write, print, publish, or send, any article of seditious, 
or insurrectionary tendency, to any person or place in this State; or who may, know¬ 
ingly, be directly or indirectly concerned in, so doing, as if the same act were perpe¬ 
trated without our borders. And I would further suggest, for consideration, the 
policy of investing the Executive with adequate power, through the medium of re¬ 
wards, and such other means, as may be deemed expedient, to procure the arrest, re¬ 
moval, prosecution and conviction of such offenders. 

It may be objected, however, that such persons as have not been within the limits of 
the state, at the time of perpetrating crime against its inhabitants, would not come 
within the letter of the 2d section of the fourth article of the Constitution, authorizing 
the demand of a person charged with crime in one state, who shall have "fled" to 
another. I am inclined to consider this objection untenable. The predominant rule 
in the construction of all law is to construe it, as to carry into effect the object 
and intention of the framers, if it can be done without doing violence to the language 
employed. The object of this provision of the Constitution manifestly was to ensure 
the punishment of all persons "charged in, any state with treason, felony, or other 
crime," who might "be found in another state," whither he had absconded, or gone 
from the state, making the charge, or not. The persons, who may be demanded, are 
those who may be charged with "treason, feloney, or other crime," obviously em¬ 
bracing every description of crime, which can be perpetrated against a state, or its in¬ 
habitants. The framers of the constitution were not so unenlightened, as to suppose 
crime could not be committed against a state, or its citizens, without the perpetrator 
being actually, at the times, within her limits. Sufficient has already been said to show 
the converse of such a proposition. But (according to high authority) "to flee” can 



as well be defined "to avoid, to keep at a distance from," as it may be "to depart, to 
leave, or to listen away." Taking the whole clause together, it must be understood 
to mean, that any individual, who may have committed a crime against one state, 
and may be found in another, may be demanded by the Executive authority of the 
injured or complaining state. 

Whether this view of the constitutional provision, however, be the true one or not 
may be regarded as by no means important to the matter in hand. For, if the states 
which form this Union were separate, independent, and unconnected with each oth¬ 
er by any compact or confederation, it is a principle of the law of Nations "that all 
have a right to be governed as they think proper, and that none have the least au¬ 
thority to interfere in the government of another state. By this law it is the duty of 
one government to restrain its subjects, or citizens from injury to another, "to oblige 
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the guilty to refrain from damage, if that be possible, to inflict on him an exemplary 
punishment, or, in short, according to the nature of the case, and the circumstances 
attending, it, to deliver him up to the offended state, there to receive justice. This 
is pretty generally observed with respect to great crimes, or such as are equally con- 
tray to the laws, and the safety of all nations. Assassins, ascendiaries, and robbers 
are seized every where, at the discretion of the sovereign in the place, where the crime 
was committed, and delivered up to his justice." 

Either under the constitution of out own adoption, or the law of nations, it is confi¬ 
dently believed to be our right to demand, and the duty of our sister states to deliver 
up to our justice, those who may have any participation, in exciting or in doing that 
which inevitably ends to excite a denial spirit of hostility in our own households, 
sedition, and intestine servile war, involving the murder of our families, the devasta¬ 
tion of our fields, and the conflagration of our dwellings, But whatever difference 
of opinion may possibly exist on these questions, if our brethren of the non-slave¬ 
holding states (as we confidently hope) still cherish towards us that fraternal sympa¬ 
thy, and regard, which united and sustained our fathers in the toils, privations and 
perils which won our liberty; if they have still consider our "National Union" as the main 
pillar in the edifice of our real independence, the support of our tranquility at home; 
our peace abroad; of our safety; of our prosperity; of that very liberty which we so 
highly prize'-there will be no difficulty in providing an adequate remedy for any 
such supposed defect, by state legislation. That they will resort to this course, if 
they believe it necessary to carry out the spirit and intention of the Federal Compact 
may reasonably be anticipated. 

I ntimately connected with the views already submitted, may be regarded the ques¬ 
tion, whether, it would not be sound policy to interdict the further introduction of 
slaves into our state, for sale or traffic. The number, already in many parts of the 
State is large, not to say formidable; and that number will be necessarily increased 
by emigrants, who have the right to bring them for their own use. Resident citizens 
too might be permitted to bring slaves into the State, to be employed in their ser¬ 
vice. Less danger to the safety of tranquility of the country may be apprehended 
from those introduced in either of the latter modes, than when they are sought after 
and brought in merely as merchandise, and fur speculation. Those of the most vi- 
cions characters and propensities, can be most readily purchased, and at the lowest 
prices; consequently the largest profits may be realized by the trader, and specula¬ 
tor, on those descriptions amongst our citizens, who are strangers to them, and pur¬ 
chase merely on appearance and representations. These apprehensions will be fully 
sustained, by reference to the law of a sister State, which authorizes the Governor, 
with the advice to council, when it shall be deemed expedient, to contract and agree 
with any person or persons, for the sale and purchase of all those slaves who may be 
under sentence of death, for conspiracy, insurrection of other crimes; in other words 
to commute the punishment of death, for the worst crime, for transportation or re¬ 
moval from the State. It is true that the purchaser will be required to enter into 
bond, with security, to carry out of the United States, all slaves by him purchased 
who may be under sentence of death; but what security do the citizens of other 
States derive from such an obligation? How easily may the condition berevaded with 
impunity? How difficult to identify slaves that have been under sentence of death 
when removed a thousand miles from the theatre of their crimes, and the place of 
their conviction? If we have not already amongst us some of these who have been 
engaged in conspiracies and insurrections, in other States, in has not been for the want 
of the temptations of profit to the trader or the facility of avoiding the penalty of 
brining them here. 

I recommend a careful revision of our patrol law, which seems to be almost entire¬ 
ly ineffectual. I am aware that penalties are imposed for a failure to perform the 
duties required, but they have not been sufficient to answer the objects of the law. It 



has occurred to me that if each patrol leader were required to take out oath for the 
faithful performance of all the duties enjoined upon him, the effect might be benefi¬ 
cial. 

I would also suggest the propriety of further legislation in reference to free persons 
of color. While some of them are sober, industrious and honest, so far as my obser¬ 
vation has extended, many of them are idle, intemperate, and vicious. The perni¬ 
cious effects of their bad habits and examples upon our slaves, and the corrupting 
tendency of their intercourse with them, must be well understood by all. It seems 
to me that it would conduce to our safety to provide for the arrest of all such persons 
of color, as may be found without any regular employment, or addicted to itempe- 
rate habits, and require in the first instance, bond and security for goof behaviour, and 
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that they shall not become a public charge. It might also be proper to enact suitable 
penalties for a failure to give such bond, or a breach of its condition, when one shall 
have been executed. 

Another subject to which I feel it my imperative duty to call your attention is the 
inefficiency of our statutes against gaming. It must be acknowledged that the law, 
as it now exists, it wholy inadequate to the purposes intended, else we should not so 
often see lawless bands of individuals, infesting our cities, towns and villages, appa¬ 
rently almost careless concealment, and braving and defying public censure. The 
separate extremities to which the countenance, or toleration of this crime may lead, 
have lately been demonstrated in a neighboring State, in a manner that cannot fail to 
arrest the attention of enlightened legislators. It is cause of gratulation to perceive 
that public sentiment has taken the proper direction, at least in the south-west gen¬ 
erally; that is not, only to expel from society, those who may choose to resort to a 
pursuit so immoral, fraudulent, degrading , but if possible wholly to remove this 
worst of moral nuisances. 

For keeping or exhibiting gaming tables of the most dangerous and demoralizing 
tendency, the existing law only imposes a fine, or "on failure to pay the same," im¬ 
prisonment for three months. This punishment is in my opinion, not only inadequate 
to the character of the crime, but altogether disproportionate, and unequal to that 
which is inflicted for offences similar in principles and followed by consequences far 
less fatal to individuals and less injurious to society. For larceny of the lowest grade, 
your law inflicts punishment by stripes; yet, how much less guilty, is the professional 
gambler, who swindles a man of his property, by falsehood, fraud, and systematic ar- 
ofice? If a man's property be taken from him by theft, his loss may be estimated in 
dollars and debts; but if it be filched from him by gamblers who swindle, it very of¬ 
ten involves considerations far more important, extending ultimately to the loss of cor¬ 
rect moral sense; the loss of the confidence of society and the loss of the victim's con¬ 
fidence in himself. Flow often had the unwary, imprudent and perhaps still more 
unfortunate youth, been led on, step by step, by the alluring wiles and dishonest 
stratagems of the gambler, till he has lost his patrimony, or the fruits of 
his own former industry; has lost the esteem in society, and maddened by loss of char¬ 
acter and fortune been driven to despair and suicide? The man who engages in ga¬ 
ming as an exclusive or chief pursuit, in effect, announces his determination to live by 
dishonest means, consequently, he cannot justly complain, if society shall graduate his 
crime and apportion his punishment according to the level of character, and moral 
principle he has assumed for himself. I have long entertained the opinion, and it has 
been continually strengthened by observation and reflection that the only effectual 
mode of entirely suppressing this pernicious offence is by the infliction of ignominious 
punishment. This course of treatment would it is believed, in due time, deter the 
idle and vicious from its adoption as a livelihood, and respect for their own characters 
would restrain others from any participancy in an offence stamped with ignominy by 
the laws of the land. Such a measure would not be without precedent, in one of the 
most enlightened States of this Union. In Virginia it has been, and is believed to be 
still the law, to punish on conviction, every keeper or exhibitor of any of the tables 
commonly called A B C, or E 0 tables, or faro-bank or any other gaming table of the 
same or like kind, under any denomination whatsoever, by hard labor and imprison¬ 
ment in the public jail and penitentiary house, for a period not less than one nor more 
two years, besides a fine not exceeding five hundred dollars. The effect of this law 
has no doubt been most salutary. 

I would advise that the policy here suggested be carried out by such enactments, as 
to ensure the total suppression of billiard tables. They encourage idleness, promote 
vice, and in all respects, tend unfavorably to the morals of the community. Lotteries, 
and the sales of lottery tickets, within out State, is another species of gaming, of a 
tendency, not the least injurious to society. It would be easy to demonstrate that, if 



a person were to become the purchaser of all the tickets of a lottery, on any plan 
which has fallen under my observation, he would necessarily be loser to a large a- 
mount. So pernicious have been the effect of lotteries and the sale of tickets in them 
elsewhere, that some of out sister states have already entirely prohibited them.— 
Their example is worthy of imitation. 

The present situation, and recent conduct of Creek Indians, remaining within 
our State, seem to require your consideration. Many of the tribe have taken reser¬ 
vation, which they have subsequently sold, having squandered the amount of the con¬ 
sideration received, are now destitute of all means of subsistence, except labor (which 
they are generally unwilling to perform) or by marauding on out citizens amongst 
whom they remain. Large numbers of them have already become paupers, and va- 
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grants, degraded by vice and intemperance, and have committed numerous depreda¬ 
tion on the property and acts of violence on the persons, of the white inhabitants, 
which have sometimes terminated in death. The present state of things-and it 
threatens to become worse, cannot long be tolerated, to borne. Again, many of the 
tribe after selling their reservation have removed and settled within the limits of the 
Cherokees. It certainly was not contemplated by the treaty, that these I ndians, af¬ 
ter selling their reservations, should remain amongst us, to the annoyance of our citi¬ 
zens, and a charge upon our bounty, or by removing from their own, add to the num¬ 
bers of another tribe, whose emigration is equally desirable. Might not the subject, 
in this aspect, be properly presented to the Government of the United States. 

I n the mean time, would it not be well to provide a more summary mode of trial, 
and punishment, for outrages of the description alluded to. The Courts having ju¬ 
risdiction of such offence, you are aware, only sit semi-annually; the counties in which 
the crimes are committed, and must be tried, have not now, nor is it probably they 
will have, for some time to come, sufficient jails for the safe keeping of those crimi¬ 
nally charged; and besides, the expense of keeping large numbers of prisoners ma¬ 
ny months together would be extremely burthensome to the State. Again, the more 
speedy the trial, and punishment of the guilty, the better would be the effect, in 
producing submission and obedience to the laws, and deterring others from offending 
in like manner. 

It is also well understood, that some of those, who have heretofore composed a part 
of the Cherokee tribe, have pursued a course in direct contravention of the terms of 
former treaties, and injurious to the right of our state. The treaties of 1817, and 19, 
each, stipulate for the allowance of reservations to heads of Indian families, who 
resided, and chose to remain, within the ceded territory. It is the condition, on 
which those reservations were granted, to which I wish to call your special atten¬ 
tion. 

By the 8th article of the treaty of 1817, it was agreed to give a reservation of six 
hundred and forty acres of land "to each and every head of any Indian family, resi¬ 
ding on the east side of the Mississippi river, on the lands that are now, or may here¬ 
after be, surrendered to the United States, who may wish to become the citizens of 
the United States," &c. I n the 2d article of the treaty of 1809, the United States 
agreed to "allow a reservation of 640 acres to each head of any Indian family residing 
within the ceded territory, those enrolled for the Arkansas expected, who choose to 
become citizens of the United States, in the manner stipulated in said treaty''-refer 
ence being that to the before mentioned treaty of 1817. The 3d article of the treaty 
of 1819, after providing for certain other reservations to individuals, proceeded to 
declare the consideration of those grants, in the explicit terms which follow: "The 
reservations are made on the condition, that those for whom they are intended shall 
notify, in writing, to the Agent for the Cherokee nation, within six months after the 
ratification of this treaty, that it is their intention to continue to reside permanently 
on the lands reserved.” Now, it is clear, from the several clauses of those treaties, 
to which I have adverted, that it was the object and policy of the Government of the 
United States to draw off, from the mass of the tribe, as many as would consent, in 
order to diminish the number remaining in savage life; the more effectually to ensure 
their civilization; and to make them citizens of the United States. To accomplish 
these purposes, and by way of inducement to the I ndians, the offer was made, of six 
hundred and forty acres of land to each Cherokee, being the head of an Indian fami¬ 
ly, who would consent to become a citizen, and "continue to reside permanently on 
the land reserved." The terms were adopted by the nation, in the solemn form of 
a treaty, in behalf of such of the tribe as thought proper to avail themselves of 
them, many of them did accept, obtained valuable tracts of land, and gave notice of 
their intention to reside permanently on them, as required by the treaty; and there 
by abandoned all claims as members of the tribe. Yet most, if not all, of those who 



took reservations under those treaties, have sold, and removed from them, in violation 
of good faith, and the express terms on which they were granted. Many of them 
have removed within the present limits of the Cherokees, east of the Mississippi, 
and a portion of them without our own State. Some of those reserves, it is also un¬ 
derstood, are now regarded as official functionaries of the tribe, and seek to control 
its policy. It has also been intimidated from respectable authority, that this course of 
conduct will be still further pursued; that it is contemplated by some of the leading 
Cherokees to relieve themselves from their embarrassments with a state, where they 
reside, by ceding the portion of land within her chartered limits, and removing its 
occupants within our own. Whether the Government of the United States will sub¬ 
mit to these frauds, and violations of good faith, and recognized as members of the 
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Cherokee tribe-those who have heretofore voluntarily, and for valuable considera¬ 
tions, abandoned all claim and right to be so considered, is a question to be determined 
elsewhere. As regards ourselves, it is obvious, that we may, in this manner, if we 
namely acquiesce become burthened with the entire population of the Cherokee 
now occupying parts of Tennessee, North Carolina, and Georgia. It is respectfully 
submitted , for your consideration, whether it is consistent with our rights, or policy 
to permit any accession whatever to our present Indian population, and whether it is 
not incumbent on us, by suitable provisions, to prevent such intrusions should it be 
attempted. For further information on this subject, I beg leave to refer you to a 
letter addressed to me by J. F. Schermerhorn, Esq. one of the Commissioners of 
the United States, authorized to treat with the Cherokees, and the accompanying 
document, which are herewith presented. 

As often as the subject has been presented and urged upon the National Councils 
by the Legislature, as well as by the people of Alabama and their Representatives, 

I should not feel that I had discharged my duty, were I to omit calling your atten¬ 
tion to that portion of the public domain, lying within out limits; which has been of¬ 
fered for sale, and remains unsold. It is estimated that the Indian title has been ex¬ 
tinguished to 30,476,780 acres of land in this State. At the close of the year 1831, 
of this quantity there had been sold according to an official report to the Commission¬ 
er of the General Land Office, but 4,335,471 acres; and up to the present period, it 
is believed there has not been sold more than 5,000,000 officer. It is certainly a rea¬ 
sonable estimate, that there are remaining unsold 27,000,000 of acres, the greater por¬ 
tion of which has been offered, and refused at $1 25 per acre. Why has this been 
the case? That it has been offered, without sale, from 12 to 22 years; that the tide 
of emigration has, during that time, been continually flowing into our State, and that 
our population has increased with a rapidity almost without a parallel, would justify 
the inference that it is not worth the price demanded; but we know this to be the 
fact, from actual observation, and out intimate acquaintance with the quality and val¬ 
ue of land in this quarter of the Union. Very little, if any, is worth the minimum 
price, a very large portion is wholly unfit for cultivation, and consequently, never can 
be sold for one forth of that sum. 

Is it confidently believed that the same views would be applicable to the same 
class of lands in the other States, and the Territories. The total quantity, which 
had been offered for sale, in all the States, and Territories at the time before referred 
to, was 130, 932,205 acres of which only 26,524,450 acres had been sold; leaving 
104,407,755 acres, then offered, unsold, and subject to private entry. This letter 
quantity had been in market from 12 to 30 years — perhaps it would be fair to say, an 
average period of 17 or 13 years. 

It is the true policy of the General Government, or is it just to the new States, to 
continue to hold up this class of land at the present minimum, for an indefinite peri¬ 
od? Were it even considered the same policy of the Government, to pursue in course 
which will bring most money into the public offers — which cannot be properly ad- 
mitted-that will not be advanced by demanding a price, which cannot be obtained. 

Much of this land might now command 25 cents, and some of it 50 cents per acre, 
but could not be sold for $ 1 25 in fifty years, if ever? It is not obvious that it would 
be better for the Treasury of the nation, if that consideration should be the predomi¬ 
nant one, to sell fortune half one third, or one fourth the present minimum, than to 
keep it on hand twenty, thirty, or more years, paying the expenses of the various 
Land Offices, which must be continued, on further sales be wholly suspended. 

But, apart from pecuniary considerations, it can never be sound policy in any Go¬ 
vernment to exhort from its own citizens extreme prices for such portions of the pub¬ 
lic domain, as are required for the purposes of cultivation. It is at variance with the 
course pursued by all other civilized nations. Their policy has been to encourage 
the settlement and cultivation of the soil, by grants for considerations merely nominal, 



or by pure donations. 

The greater portion of the public domain was obtained by cession from the original 
States. The several compacts show that the chief inducements, were to provide the 
means of paying the debt incurred by the war of the revolution, the establishment of 
new States, and the suppression of controversies among the States, growing out of 
Territorial claims. The leading object had been accomplished. We no longer owe 
a national debt, and have a superabundant revenue. No Government ever occupied 
a situation more proud, or enviable, none ever had the power to be more liberal to the 
citizen. But the people of Alabama do not ask a donation of the public lands, they 
only desire, and expect to obtain them for a just and fair equivalent. 

Although the people of the new states, in convention were required, as a condi- 
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tion precedent to their admission into the Union, to "forever disclaim all right and ti¬ 
tle to the waste and unappropriated lands lying within the Territories" respectively; 
and also to agree "that the same should be, and remain at the sole and entire disposi¬ 
tion of the United States”-it cannot be pretended that the General Government was 
thereby released from all obligation to sell, or from the obligation to sell on a resona- 
ble time. Much as the new states were required to concede, as the price of their ad¬ 
mission, they never would have agreed that three fourths, or perhaps four-fifths of 
the soil within their limits should forever remain the property of the United States. 

The very term of the compacts, between the New States and the General Govern¬ 
ment, by which the former agreed not to interfere with the primary disposal of soil 
and not to tax land sold by the United States "for the term of five years from and 
after the respective days of the sales thereof,” not only implied a pledge, on the 
part of the latter, to sell, but also, to sell on just and reasonable principles. Why 
speak of sales by the United States, and restrain the States from selling, or taxing 
for a limited period after the sale, unless there was an understanding that the for¬ 
mer should sell. To refuse to sell, at all, would violate the compact; to fix a price 
at which the land will not sell, is equally a violation of its spirit. Is there any differ¬ 
ence in effect, between a total suspension of sales, and a law which establishes, as the 
minimum price, four, five, and in many instances, ten times the value of the public 
land? It must be admitted that each must prevent sales, and, in the same degree, re¬ 
tard a settlement growth and prosperity of a State. Would it not be advisable to 
make another appeal to the justice of the General Government, calling for a fulfil¬ 
ment of the spirit of our compact, and the adoption of a more just and liberal policy. 

At the same time it might be expedient to confer with, and consult our brethren of 
the other new states, and, if they should agree in the views we entertain, invite their 
co-operation in such measures as may tend to secure our rights, and advance our in¬ 
terest. 

Amongst other conditions embraced by the act of Congress for our admission into 
the Union, it is declared That the section numbered 16 in every township, and when 
such section has been sold, granted, or disposed of, other lands equivalent thereto, 
and most contagious to the same, shall be granted to the inhabitants of such township 
for the use of schools." It is apparent, that while this clause was designed and cal¬ 
culated to facilitate the sale of the public lands, it was also intended to provide, and 
secure, a permanent fund for the support of primary schools, so indispensable to the 
cause of education among the poor, and that intelligence which is the surest basis of 
free institutions. So careful were the framers of this law to effectuate an object so 
important and desirable, that they declared "when such sections had been sold, gran¬ 
ted, or disposed of, other lands equivalent thereto." &c. should be granted to the in¬ 
habitants of such township. It certainly was intended that the inhabitants of no 
township should be without the means of supporting a school, to be derived from this 
source, yet there is an important defect in all the provision. The sixteenth section in ma¬ 
ny townships is wholly sterile, unit for cultivation and without any value whatever, 
consequently, while the inhabitants of some townships have ample funds arising from 
the sixteenth sections, to carry into effect the laudable object contemplated by Con¬ 
gress, those of other townships are wholly destitute of any such fund. It must have 
been intended, in the exercise of this enlightened munificence, to preserve something 
like just equality among the citizens of different townships, else no provision would 
have been made to supply the deficiency in those where the sixteenth section had 
"been sold, granted, or disposed of.” I am aware that this subject had been hereto¬ 
fore brought before Congress, yet it cannot be improper to remind them of a claim so 
manifestly found in justice. 

It is our good fortune to inhabit a state, which abounds in natural advantages, that 
will compare favorably with those of any other. Extending from below the thirty- 
first to the thirty-fifth degree of latitude, it embraces as much variety of soil, as al- 



most any other, not only capable of producing the great staple, which constitutes so 
valuable a portion of the exports of our country, but almost every thing else, which 
conduces to the comfort or luxury of man. Nature has been furnished an unusually large 
portion of the state with navigable streams, which afford facilities for the transporta¬ 
tion of the agricultural products of citizens residing in proximity to them, as well as 
for bringing to them the productions and manufactures of other regions. Those riv¬ 
ers, however, it is believed, in every instance, present obstructions to navigation, at 
some seasons of the year, far below the points, to which, by the judicious application 
of the means within out power, they might be rendered, subservient to the interest 
and convenience of our citizens. As you are aware, operations have been in progress 
for several years, to obviate obstructions presented by the Muscle Shoals to the navi-

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gation of the Tennessee River. It is believed, the funds placed at the disposal of the 
Commissioners, have been discreetly and judiciously applied, and that this important 
work has advanced, as successfully as could have been anticipated; but I hope to have 
it in my power at an early day to lay before you, information on this subject, of a more 
precise and satisfactory nature. 

But the most formidable obstruction to the commerce and intercourse of our fellow 
citizens of the State at large, is that which divided the northern, from the southern 
part of our state. The people of the northern counties have no channel for the trans¬ 
portation of the fruits of their soil, and products of their industry, but the circuitous, 
hazardous, and expensive route, through the Tennessee, Ohio, and Mississippi rivers, 
to the city of New Orleans. Whilst our staple production is tediously floating down 
those streams, the price may, and often does, fluctuate again and again; and although 
his crop may be embarked with a fair prospect of realizing a just remuneration, for 
the toil and industry of the planter, he is frequently disappointed, and sustains heavy 
losses-even should his crop reach the distant market, uninjured. At the same time, 
the profits and advantages of this commerce are entirely lost to our own seaport. This 
obstruction, it is confidently believed, can be overcome by enterprise, with the aid of 
science. It is deemed entirely practicable to construct a rail road from some point on 
the Tennessee, to another on the waters of Mobile Bay, to which Steam-Boat naviga¬ 
tion is wholly unobstructed. 

Several distinct routes for this great improvement have been favorably spoken of, 
each of which has its zealous advocates, and may be practicable. Its construction 
from any given point, in the valley of the Tennessee, would undoubtedly advance the 
immediate interest of those in its vicinity, in a greater degree, than that of others, 
more remote. All, however, in that quarter of the state would be greatly benefited, 
whatever might be the point of departure, for, with the aid of the Tennessee river 
and the rail-road of valley, their products could easily be carried from every part. 

The southern division of the state would be affected in like manner. Some counties- 
and some neighborhoods would derive greater advantages from a particular route, 
that others. But shall we decline an enterprise, fraught with such indealeulable ad¬ 
vantage to the whole, because all cannot participate equally in its benefits? Every 
liberal minded, and enlightened citizen will answer this question in the negative. 

I n what manner shall we determine the location of the rail road? If it be conce¬ 
ded that the work should be done, it is fair and just that all should assent to that loca¬ 
tion, which will probably be most generally beneficial, taking into view the facility 
with which it can be accomplished, and the comparative expense. This can only 
ascertained by actual surveys, and estimates of the expense of each, by a scientific 
and practical Engineer. 

After some reflection, and consideration of the subject, I have conclude that an im¬ 
portant step in this matter would be to provide for, and appoint such an officer at an 
adequate and fixed salary, for such term of years, as would afford ample time for a 
thorough examination of every part of the state, where such improvement may be 
deemed necessary, and practicable. Let the Engineer be a man, whose character for 
science, integrity, and experience, will command the confidence of all. In this man¬ 
ner, the resources of our state might be fully developed, and its capabilities actually 
ascertained; and thus the Legislature would be enabled to act with enlightened and 
discriminating judgement, upon the various plans and improvements, which might be 
presented for the adoption. If the state is to construct, or take part in the construc¬ 
tion of any work of this description, this course would appear to be an indispensable 
preliminary to such a measure, and if not, we should at least have the merit of open¬ 
ing the field of improvement to individual enterprise. It would also have the effect 
of settling the public mind, now vascilating between different routes, and plains; 
and might probably, concentrate opinions and energies upon some one, or more, great 
leading work. 

The advantages, of a rail-road communication, between the Tennessee river, and 



the waters of Mobile Bay, are so obvious, that it is wholy unnecessary to dwell upon 
them, on this occasion. It is sufficient to say, it would bring together the commerce 
of the two extremes of the state. It would enable the planted fo the northern coun¬ 
ties to choose their market; and, if they though proper to select that of Mobile, they 
could reach it with their crops, in fewer days, that it now requires weeks to trans¬ 
port them of New Orleans. They could thus avail themselves of the advantages of 
the early market, as readily as their fellow citizens of the banks of the Tombecbee 
Black-Warrior, or Alabama, almost without risk, and at less cost. With this, and 
some other improvements of less magnitude, which would speedily follow in its train, 
Mobile would become the Commercial Emporium of our entire State, and also, of 
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East Tennessee, and portions of middle Tennessee, western Virginia, and Georgia.-- 
The citizens of out southern country would almost become the neighbors of the in¬ 
habitants of the mountains, and obtain their rich and varied productions-agricultu¬ 
ral, mineral, and manufactured-in exchange for those of their own more genial clime. 

The geographical, and sectional names and divisions, by which we are now distin¬ 
guished, would gradually disappear and become annihilated. Identified in interest, 
we should assimilate in character, harmonize in feelings, and become emphatically 
one people. 

Whilst most of our sister states are now actively engaged in the improvement of 
their internal condition, and in the creation of new facilities of intercourse, not only 
amongst their own citizens, but with other parts of the Union, let us not content our¬ 
selves as mere idle spectators of their enterprize and wisdom. This is the season of 
our political youth, as well as of our agricultural and commercial prosperity : let us 
not spend it in idle hesitation, or inglorious sloth. Let us always bear in mind, that 
the benefits and advantages of such improvements, great as they are, are not confin¬ 
ed to ourselves, or the present generation, but will descend to our children and poster¬ 
ity. 

Although the subject has been repeatedly, presented by my distinguished prede¬ 
cessor, I cannot close this communication without expressing the earnest hope that 
you will take under consideration, and remedy the imperfections of our criminal code. 

The constitution, which we are all bound to observe and support, declares that "It 
shall be the duty of the General Assembly, as soon as circumstances will permit, to 
form a penal code, founded on principles of reformation, and not of vindictive justice.” 

It is respectfully submitted, for your consideration, whether the time has not arrived, 
for carrying into effect the humane object of the framers of our constitution. The 
disparity between the crime, and the punishment inflicted, is, in many instances, im¬ 
politic, if not revolting in the feelings of humanity. To punish the crime of making, 
or knowingly passing, a counterfeit dollar, or the crime of forging, or knowingly 
passing a forged bill, or note, for the smallest amount, in the same degree that we 
punish the highest crime of which man is capable, can never be reconciled to our 
sense of equal and impartial justice. It is always desirable that public sentiment 
should approve and sustain the justness and propriety of the punishment inflicted.- 
When this is not the case, abhorrence for the crime is too often lost in sympathy for 
the victim. The disproportion of the punishment, to the offence, also, frequently de¬ 
feats one of the most important principles of criminal justice-that is, the certainty 
of punishment. The reformation of the offender should ever be kept in view, as far 
as practicable, it we lose sight of this consideration, and look to the prevention of 
crime only. I am satisfied that the certainty of receiving a lower degree of punish¬ 
ment would often deter the perpetrator, who is otherwise led on, relying on its uncer¬ 
tainty, in the various chances of escape, through the sympathy of the jury, the hu¬ 
manity of the court, and the lenity of the Executive. Entertaining these sentiments, 

I have felt is alike due to you, and to myself, thus candidly but respectfully, to intimate 
them. If however, our criminal laws should be permitted to remain as they are, I 
shall consider my individual opinions overruled by you better judgement, and the 
will of the community, of which I am but a member, and shall endeavor to see the 
laws (however I might desire them changed) faithfully executed. 

Conscious of the disadvantages, under which I necessarily labour, and of the imper¬ 
fections inseparable from the want of experience, in the discharge of duties, upon 
which I have just entered, I have, nevertheless, frankly submitted to you such views, 
as I entertained, upon the subjects embraced in this communication. I only ask for 
them you candid deliberation, and such indulgence, as may be considered due to a 
sincere and anxious desire to promote the welfare and happiness of those, who have 
continued us their agents. I n the further prosecution of the public business, I tender 
you my most zealous co-operation; and take this occasion to invite that freedom of in¬ 
tercourse, and unreserved interchange of opinion, on all matter of public concern, 



which should ever characterize co-ordinate departments, having incharge the rights 
and interests of the same community. With united councils, and with the continued 
favor of that superintending Providence, whose protection is required by nations, as 
well as by individual, we may hope to elevate still higher the character of our State 
and advance still further the prosperity of her generous and enlightened citizens.

Mr Hudson moved to amend the bill the following proviso at the 
end thereof, Provided, there shall not be more than two appointed in any 
county."

Mr Beene from the judiciary committee to which was referred the en¬ 
grossed bill from the House of Representatives to incorporate the Hayne- 
ville academy, reported the same with the following proviso, to the end of 
the second section, Provided, that said company shall never possess at any 
one time more real estate than of the value of twenty thousand dollars, 
which was adopted and ordered to be read a third time to-morrow. 

On motion of Mr Rather Resolved, that a committee be appointed on 
the part of the House of Representatives, to examine the office of the Treas¬ 
urer and Comptroller of the State of Alabama, which is to consist of Messrs 
Rains, Rather, and Bibb. 

On motion of Mr Lane, it was Resolved, that the President of the Bank 
of the State of Alabama, be requested to furnish the Senate with the amount 
of the gross gain of said Bank and its several Branches for each year since 
their organization, and the amount of the expenses of the said Banks annu¬ 
ally accruing, together with the nett gain for the same time, also the a- 
mount which has been added to the capital stock of said Banks, and the 
amount which, has been carried to the sinking fund, up to the date of the last 
reports of said Banks. 

On motion of Mr Roberts, Resolved that the committee on the State 
Bank, be instructed to call on the President of the Bank of the State of Ala¬ 
bama, and obtain from him the report of the President and Directors of the 
Branch of the Bank of the State of Alabama at Mobile, and that therefrom 
the said committee shall report to the Senate the actual amounts of country 
accommodation which has been extended to the citizens of the several coun¬ 
ties in this State.

I have to inform you of the resignation of J ohn W. Womack and Thos.

Message from the House of Representatives-Mr. President, the House 
of Representatives have passed bills of the following titles, viz: an act to 
authorize the New Orleans and Nashville rail road company, to extend 
their contemplated rail road over and within a part of the State of Alabama 
and have amended the same as therein shown, in which the concurrence 
of the Senate is asked; which was concurred in by the Senate. 

Mr McVay from the committee on propositions and grievances, to which 
was referred the petition of S.B. McAllister, report that it was not a claim 
for which the State should provide relief, which was concurred in. 

Mr Vining from the select committee to which was referred in the bill en¬ 
titled an act to amend the charters of the branches of the bank of the State 
of Alabama, reported the same with an amendment, striking out the second 
section of the bill; which was laid on the table.

Message from the House of Representatives by mr Frierson. Mr. Pre¬ 
sident: The House of Representatives concurs in the amendment made by 
the Senate to the bill entitled an act to incorporate the Alabama mining and 
manufacturing company, and have amended the amendment of the Senate 
as therein shown, in which the concurrence of the Senate is asked.

They have adopted the following resolution, Resolved, that with the con¬

Mr Arnold presented a memorial to the President and Senate of the U- 
nited States, which was read and ordered to a second reading on to-morrow. 

Mr Beene from the committee on the judiciary, to which the subject had 
been referred, reported a bill to be entitled an act to punish the offence of 
gaming, which was read and ordered to a second reading on to-morrow. 

Mr Roberts introduced a bill to be entitled an act to amend the charter of 
the Bank of Mobile, which was read and ordered to a second reading on to¬ 
morrow. 

Mr Beene introduced a joint memorial of the General Assembly of the 
State of Alabama to the General Assemblies of the non-slaveholding States, 
which was read, the constitutional rule suspended on motion of mr Beene, 
the memorial read a second time forthwith and referred to the committee 
on the subject of the abolitionists.

All the papers, books and furniture of the Comptroller's office was deliv¬ 
ered over by the late Comptroller to his successor in the presence of the 
committee; your committee after the most thorough examination into all 
the concerns of the Comptroller's Department feel bound in justice to the 
late comptroller to declare as their opinion that its several duties have been 
discharged by him with great ability and fidelity to the public all of which 
is respectfully submitted.

Mr Beene from the committee on the judiciary, to which was referred 
the bill entitled an act further to regulate judicial proceedings, reported the 
same without amendment, which was read a third time and passed the 
Senate. 

Mr Bibb from the committee on the State bank to which referred the bill 
entitled an act to increase the capitol stock of the branch of the bank of the 
State of Alabama at Montgomery, reported the same with an amendment 
as a substitute, which was adopted and the bill was ordered to be engrossed 
for a third reading on to-morrow. 

Mr Lane from the committee on internal improvement and inland navi¬ 
gation to which was referred a bill entitled an act to incorporate to the We- 
tumpka and Coosa rail road company. Mr Bibb moved to amend the 
eleventh section of the bill, with the following proviso "provided that no 
thing herein contained shall be so construed as to affect the rights of any 
other charter or company previously incorporated," which was lost. Mr 
Beene offered a further amendment as a proviso, provided that any great 
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rail road, intended to unite the waters of the Mobile Bay and the Tennes¬ 
see waters, or any other company may join said road at any point which 
may be for the advantage of the great work and equitable to this company. 

Mr Broadnax moved to amend the amendment with the following: pro¬ 
vided further that the stockholders of said company shall be willing to con¬ 
nect the same, which was adopted, and the proviso as amended, was reject¬ 
ed and the bill ordered to be engrossed for a third reading on to-morrow. 

Mr Rains from the committee on enrolled bills reported the following 
as correctly enrolled viz: an act to incorporate the Alabama Mining and 
Manufacturing company, and act to amend the form of certain State Stock. 

Mr Riddle from the education to which was referred the 
joint memorial of the Senate and House of Representatives of the State 
of Alabama to the Congress of the United , reported the same as inexpedi¬ 
ent in as much as Congress had heretofore been mentioned on the same 
subject in which the Senate concurred. 

Mr McVay from the committee on propositions and grievances to which 
was referred the memorial of John Harvery reported the same as inexpedi¬ 
ent, when Mr Hudson moved to lay the petition and report on the table, 
which was carried. 

Mr Beene from the J udiciary committee to which was referred a bill to 
amend, revive and alter an act to incorporate the town of Demopolis in Ma¬ 
rengo county, reported the same without amendment, and the bill was or¬ 
dered to be engrossed for a third reading on to-morrow. 

Mr Beene from the same reported a bill upon the petition of Elizabeth 
Morris, entitled an act for the relief of Elizabeth Morris, which was read 
and ordered to a second reading on to-morrow. 

Mr Beene from the same to which was referred the bill entitled an act 
to amend the laws now in force in relation to the certifying the proof of 
deeds, and relinquishment of dower reported the same with the following 
amendment after the word "peace" in the first section, and strike out "and 
on freeholder,” which was carried, the bill read a third time and passed 
the Senate. 

Mr Beene from the same to which was referred the bill entitled an act to 
incorporate the town of Pickensville in the county of Pickens reported 
the same without amendment, and ordered to be read a third time tomorrow. 

Mr Riddle from the committee on education to which was referred a 
bill to be entitled an act to authorize the trustees of literary institutions to 
deposit their funds in the State Bank and its branches , reported the same 
by striking from their bill, the words "six per cent” and insert in lieu there¬ 
of "eight per cent” on motion of mr Riddle the Senate disagreed 
to, and the bill ordered to be engrossed for a third reading on to-morrow. 

Mr Beene introduced a bill to be entitled an act to authorize the citizens 
of Cawhawba to elect a justice of the peace, which was read and ordered to 
a second reading on to-morrow. 

Mr Arnold from the select committee to which was referred the memo¬ 
rial to the President and Senate of the United States, reported the same 
with an amendment to the caption of the bill, which was concurred in, and 
the bill ordered to be engrossed for a third reading on to-morrow. 

Mr Arnold from the select committee, to which was referred the bill en¬ 
titled an act to incorporate the Talladega Female Academy reported the 
same without amendment, and the bill was read a third time and passed 
the Senate. 

Mr Burke from the select committee to which was referred the bill enti¬ 
tled an act to authorise the Secretary of State to perform certain duties, re- 



ported a substitute for the bill; which was laid on the table. 
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Mr Rather from the committee on privileges and elections to which, was 
referred sundry resolutions, reported a bill to be entitled an act to establish 
and abolish certain election precincts; which was read and ordered to a 
second reading on to morrow. 

On motion of mr Irwin the vote ordering to a third reading the bill enti¬ 
tled an act to incorporate the Montgomery Guards; was reconsidered as al¬ 
as also the vote concurring with the report of the committee, and the bill 
on motion of Bibb, was laid on the table. 

Mr President laid before the Senate a communication from the Presi¬ 
dent of the bank of the State of Alabama, which was together with the 
accompanying documents referred to the committee on the State Bank. 

Mr President announced the following communication from his Excel¬ 
lency the Governor. 

EXECUTIVE DEPARTMENT 

Tuscaloosa, December 13th, 1835. 

Gentlemen of the Senate and House of Representatives: I herewith submit the 
account of Captain D.H. Bingham for services and expenditures for making a sur¬ 
vey from Wetumpka to Beaver Creek in St. Clair County, under the act to authorize 
the Governor to appoint an Engineer for certain purposes therein mentioned, aprov- 
ed J anuary 10th, 1835, by the proviso to the fifth section of the act referred to the ex¬ 
penses was limited to three thousand dollars. The distance between these places 
having been found greater than was supposed at the passing of the act, it will be 
perceived the account of Capt. Bingham exceeds the amount of appropriation; hence 
the necessity of further legislation on the subject. C. C. CLAY. 

Which was referred to the committee on internal improvement and inland 
navigation. 

The Senate then resumed the consideration of the bill entitled an act to 
incorporate the Mobile and Tennessee rail road company. The question 
then recurred on adoption mr Beene's substitute, when mr Lane moved that 
the substitute be laid on the table, until the first of March; which was car¬ 
ried, yeas 17, nays 12.

and twelfth line, strike out the words "by the General Assembly if in sess¬ 
ion or in its recess" which was carried. Mr Beene then moved to amend 
the bill by striking out from the sixth to the thirteenth section of the bill 
inclusively; which was lost. Mr Roberts moved to amend the sixth sec¬ 
tion by inserting after the word prescribe, in the sixth line the following, 
viz: "and shall be executed to the Governor for the time being and his suc¬ 
cessors in office;" which was carried. Mr Roberts moved to amend the 
same section by adding the following proviso "Provided that 5000 shares 
of the capital stock of this company shall be reserved to the corporate au- 
thosities of the city of Mobile, and for which the State shall not issue her 
bonds;" which amended was adopted. Mr Roberts moved to amend 
the tenth section in the third line after the word "the " strike out "State 
Bank of Alabama" and insert "Bank of the State of Alabama," which 
was carried. Mr Roberts moved further to amend the tenth section, by in- 



serting after the word " Alabama” and before the word "as” the words 
"and its several branches in proportion to the amount of the capital stock 
of each,” which was carried. Mr Walthall moved to amend the fifteenth 
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section in the third line, by striking out the word "nominated" and insert 
"appointed" also in the same line, strike out the words "and by and with 
the advice and consent of the Senate appointed;" which amendments were 
adopted. Mr Walthall moved further to amend the fifteenth section in 
the fifth line by striking out the word "Mobile;" which was lost. Mr 
Lane moved to amend the seventeenth section, with the following proviso, 
at the end thereof "Provided however that whenever the dividends of said 
road deposited in bank shall be equal to the amount of the bonds issued by 
the State, shall be released, and the stockholders entitled to all the interests 
and benefits of said road as if knowledge or mortgage had been give ;" 
which was adopted. Mr Wilkinson moved to amend the third line of the 
nineteenth section, by inserting after the word "Bay" the following pro¬ 
vided the said rail road shall not cross the Tombeckby river McGrew's 
shoals;" which was adopted. Mr Beene moved to amend the same section, 
by striking out "the foot” and insert "the head" which was lost. Mr Wal¬ 
thall moved further to amend the nineteenth section, by striking out in the 
third and fourth lines, the words "between the foot of the Muscle Shoals 
and west of Gunter's landing" and in the fifth line the words "in the most 
direct and eligible route towards Nashville, in said State," which was a- 
dopted. 

Mr I rwin moved that the Senate adjourned, to ten o'clock to-morrow: 
which was lost-yeas 3 nays 25.

Mr 
Roberts moved to amend the same as amended with a proviso; which was 
adopted. Lane moved to amend the bill by an additional section as section 
twenty six, giving to the state the privilege of taking the road at the ex¬ 
piration of fifty years from the completion thereof, at the actual costs of 
the same and at stated periods of from ten to five years; which was adop¬ 
ted. Mr Beene moved to amend the bill by an additional section, as sec¬ 
tion twenty seven, investing the said company with all the powers neces¬ 
sary for the construction of a rail road, branching and running the most 
eligible route to Brown's ferry on the Tennessee river above the Suck, and 
also to connect the same with the Alabama river, at the most suitable point 
to be designated by the company, and subject to all the provisions provid¬ 
ed for the construction of the main route. Mr Wallace moved to amend 
the section with a proviso, giving to the legislature the right to authorize a- 
ny other company to construct the road contemplated by this section; which 
was then adopted as section twenty-seven-yeas 16, nays 11.

Mr Hudson called from the table the resolution from the House of Rep¬ 
resentatives, and moved to amend the same by striking out "Thursday at 
12 o'clock" and insert "this day at 11 o'clock,” which was adopted and 
the resolution concurred in. 

Mr. Bibb from the committee on the State bank to which was referred 
the bill entitled an act to limit the amount of indebtedness of the officers of 
the State bank and its several branches, reported the same without amend¬ 
ment; which was on motion of mr Bibb laid on the table. 

Mr Arnold presented the petition of sundry citizens of Randolph coun¬ 
ty praying the establishment of certain election precincts, which was re¬ 
ferred to the committee on military affairs. 

Mr Lane from the committee on internal improvement and inland navi¬ 
gation, to which was referred the bill entitled an act to incorporate the 
Blakely and Perdido rail road company, reported the same without amend¬ 
ment; which was ordered to a third reading on Monday next. 

Mr Wilkinson from the special committee, to which was referred the bill 
to be entitled an act to repeal an act entitled an act for the improvement of 
a certain road therein named, reported the same; without amendment; 
which was read a third time and passed the Senate. 

Mr Walthall from the committee on roads bridges and ferries to which 
was referred the petition of sundry citizens of Benton county, on the sub¬ 
ject of a turnpike road, reported the same as inexpedient, which was con¬ 
curred in.

Mr Lane having received a majority of all the votes given, was declar¬ 
ed by Mr Speaker duly elected J udge of the fifth J udicial circuit.

Samuel B. Moore alone being in nomination 
received ninety votes, being all the votes given, he was declared by Mr 
Speaker duly elected J udge of the county court of Pickens county. 

The Senate retired to their chamber, and mr President resumed his chair. 

Mr Beene offered the following joint resolution to the Senate and House 
of Representatives of the State of Alabama. Whereas a certain resolution 
passed the Senate of the United States, on the 28th day of March 1834, 
relating to the course of the President of the United States respecting the 
removal of the public deposits, from the bank of the United States, in 
the words following, viz: Resolved, that the President in the late executive 
proceedings in relation to the public removal, has assumed upon himself 
authority and power not conferred by the constitution and laws, but in der¬ 
ogation of both. And whereas said resolution, adopted at a time of extra¬ 
ordinary political excitement, occasioned by the unparalleled exertions of 
the bank of the United States, to perpetuate her charter, calling to her aid 
the political enemies of President J ackson, is provided upon an erroneous 
estimate of the nature and character of the constitution and laws of the 
government of the United States, it involves and asserts principles unsound 



in policy, dangerous and alarming in tendency, and in direct violation of the 
constitution, it is unjust and illegal, expressing a criminal charge against an 
impeachable officer, without granting the power of defense; and at a time. 
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and under circumstances to engender the political rights, and to ensure the 
pecuniary interest of the United States. Wherefore that it may not here¬ 
after be considered as expressing the deliberate sense of the Senate and peo¬ 
ple, it ought to be expunged from the journal. Resolved, therefore that 
our Senators in Congress be instructed to use their utmost exertions to have 
expunged from the journals of the Senate of the United States, the afore¬ 
said resolution passed the 28th of March 1834. Resolved, that the execu¬ 
tive of this State transmit to each of our Senators in Congress a copy of 
the foregoing preamble and resolution. Mr Rains moved that the resolu¬ 
tions be indefinitely postponed, when mr Beene moved a call of the house 
which was sustained and the resolution laid on the table for one hour. 

Mr Arnold moved that the Senate adjourn to ten o'clock to-morrow, 
which was lost-yeas 9 nays 15.

reading on Monday next. 

Mr Bibb called from the table the bill to be entitled an act to incorporate 
the Montgomery Guards, and then moved that Senate disagree to the re¬ 
port of the committee on military affairs, which was disagreed to, and the 
bill read a third time and passed the Senate. 

Mr Barclay introduced a bill to be entitled an act to make an appropria¬ 
tion for the improvement of the navigation of Paint Rock River, in J ack- 
son county, which was read and ordered to a second reading on Monday 
next. 

Mr Bibb at the special request of the officers of the bank of the Sate of 
Alabama, introduced a bill to be entitled an act to establish the salaries of 
the several officers of the bank of the State of Alabama and its several 
branches, which was read and ordered to a second reading on Monday next.

Mr Nabors moved that the Senate adjourn to ten o'clock to-morrow, which 
was lost-yeas 11 nays 14.

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Tuesday, December 29, 1835 — The Senate met pursuant to adjournment.

Mr Beene from the select committee on so much of the Governor's mes¬ 
sage as relates to the public domain, made the following report: 

Mr Beene from the special committee to whom was referred so much of the Gov¬ 
ernor's message as relates to the puldic domain, have had the subject under consid¬ 
eration, they have instructed me to report: that in the United States, and in her ter¬ 
ritories extending from the Atlantic to the Pacific ocean, and from the lakes to the 
Gulf of Mexico, there is a superfices of fiftteen hundred millions of acres. All 
the lands contained in those vast boundaries, are not owned by the States of the Un¬ 
ion, or private individuals, belong to the government of the United States. In the 
old thirteen States the lands belong almost entirely, to the citizens, and that which 
does not, is the property of the State in which it lies. The General Government 
owns no land in the Atlantic States, except for forts, dock yards, &c. 

The Western and South Western States and Territories belonging to the Union, 
with the exception of Kentucky, all contain large tracts of the public domain. At 
the time of the : revolution, these State and territories were almost uninhabited, and 
the greater portion of the present popoulation either purchased of the government of 
the United States, soldiers of the late and revolutionary wars, or reside upon the pub¬ 
lic lands. The persons who occupy the lands of the United States, without titles, 
are numerous, but they have settled themselves with the intention, ultimately, to pur¬ 
chase and become owners of the soil. 

The land Westward of the states and territories were acquired by the Louisiana 
treaty. Large tracts have been examined in this region, and the Indian title extin¬ 
guished by various treaties made with different savage tribes. No government has 
been established on these lands, and there are no permanent white inhabitants. West 
of Missouri and Arkansas is the country set apart by the United States, as a residence 
for such Indians as may be removed from the eastern side of the Mississippi river.- 
The remaining Western lands, lie beyond the country to which tke Indian titles have 
been extinguished, and extend to the Pacific ocean, including the Rocky mountains. 

The title of this vast country has been obtained by the Louisiana treaty,- discoveries 
on the Western coast and exploring, the interior under the authority of the United 
States. 

The United States acquired title to her lands, by treaties of purchase, and cessions, 
from different States of the Union. The treaty of 1783, with Great Britain, which 
acknowledged our independence, designated the Mississippi river as the Western 
boundary of the States. I n 1803, by the Louisiana treaty, the United States ac¬ 
quired the tract of country by that name extending to the Pacific ocean, without any 
boundary on the northern coast of the Pacific. By the Florida treaty of 1819, the 
Western boundary of the United States, south of the thirty-first degree of north lati¬ 
tude, was fixed at the Sabine river. The Northern boundary of the public domain 
has not been finally settled from the Lake to the Pacific, but the 49 degree of north 
latitude has been assumed as nearly correct. 

The dissatisfaction which existed in the minds cf the American people, after the 



ratification of the articles of confederation, respecting the Western and unappropria¬ 
ted lands of different States of the confederacy, occasioned those states to cede to the 
government of the United States large and valuable tracts of Western lands. N. York 
set the example by her act of cession of the 1st March 1781. On the 1st March 1784, 
Virginia ceded her claim which extended over the whole region North West of the 
river Ohio, out of which several states have been formed. On the 19th of April 
1785, Massachusetts ceded her claim, and on the 18th of September 1786, Connec¬ 
ticut hers. These several cessions gave to the United States an undisputed title to all 
the country North West of the river Ohio. I n 1789, the state of North Corolina. 
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ceded that tractof country which now forms the state of Tennessee, subject to va¬ 
riety of claims. Congress, in 1896, ceded to Tennessee a considerable part of the 
public land in that state for the improvement of literature and science. The residue 
still belongs to the United States, so far as it has not been taken up by certain claims 
provided for by the act of cession, but no Land Office has ever been opened by the 
United States, nor have the lands been surveyed under the authority of the General 
Government. 

By an act of the state of South Carolina of 1787, she ceded to the United States her 
claims to Western lands. The cession of Georgia was necessary for the amicable, 
adjustment of the title. In 1802, a compactt was entered into between the United 
States and the state of Georgia, by which the former acquired all the claim of the 
latter to the lands west of the present western boundary of Georgia. The United 
States were to extinguish the I ndian title east of that line as soon as it could be done. 
This is the ground of the title of the United States to the lands in the states of Mis¬ 
sissippi and Alabama. 

Objects of the highest importance have been effected by the treaties tinder which 
the lands were purchased, and the value of the public domain is far inferior to the 
political advantages of the Louisiana and Florida treaties.

This presents a gain to the United States on account of her public lands, after pay¬ 
ing back the purchase money, interest on the same, expenses for surveying, and 
managing the public lands of $3,122,556. 

The principal object which the government of the United States had in view, in the 
purchase of Louisiana, and Florida, was jurisdiction, and the protection of our com¬ 
merce. The valley of the Mississippi was settled by a persevering and active pop¬ 
ulation, who had no market for their produce except down the Mississippi river, 
the mouth of which was owned by a foreign power. To obviate the difficulties of 
passing the western produces through the dominion of a foreign government, to the 



Gulf of Mexico, induced the government of the United States to purchase Louisiana. 
The great extent of sea coast which surrounded Florida, in the possession, and under 
the government of Spain, prevented that commerce, so necessary for the prosperity 
of a free people. To facilitate a free communication with the Gulf of Mexico, and 
the Atlantic ocean, on the Southern border of our government, it was thought advis¬ 
able to possess ourselves of Florida. It was not for the purpose of enriching the 
Treasury of the United States that those purchases were made ; it was to remove 
from our borders kingly government, adverse to our republican institutions; it was 
to extend the mild influence of our own government over those delightful regions of 
the south and west, and invite our citizens to settle upon and cultivate the lands. 

The lands which were Ceded by the individual States, to the government of the 
United States were intendod to aid in the payment of the debt of the revolution; and 
it was a distinct provision of the cession that so soon as the number of. population.. 
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which might settle upon the lands thus ceded called for it, that new State should be 
organised and received intto the Union upon an equal footing with the old ones. Ken¬ 
tucky, Tennessee, Ohio, Illinois, Louisiana, Missouri, Mississippi and Alabama have 
been admitted into the Union, and Michigan has formed a constitution and will be 
admitted a member of the confederacy during the present session of Congress. The 
pioneers of this country are, generally, a poor, but meritorious class of people. They 
settle upon the public lands, clear fields, make roads and render the further settle¬ 
ment of the country easy by those who come after then. Land Offices have been 
opened in all the new states, except Tennessee, and lands have bee sold, but very 
little, however, in comparison with the whole amount, has been sold before the ad¬ 
mission of the States into the Union. The cause is obvious, the price is too high. 

Some of the most choice lands are purchased at, ornear the government price, and 
the balance, being of an inferior quality, remains vacant, and will continue to do so, 
until the price is graduated to correspond with the quality. 

The public lands were early considered a source of revenue. On the 20th of May 
1785, an ordinance was passed by the Congress of the confederation in relation to the 
disposition of the Western territory. This is the first act to be found upon record on 
the subject. A few sales only were made under this act. The United States by Spe¬ 
cial contract sold to the state of Pennsylvania, on the 4th of September 1788,202,187 
acres, for $157,640 : to the "Ohio Land Company," two millions of acres lying on 
the Muskingum and Ohio rivers, before the adoption of the constitution, which was 
afterwards reduced to less than one million. These lands in the richest portion of 
the west, were sold for 66 2 3 cents per acre: to J ohn Cleaves Simmons on the Miami 
river, in Ohio, one million of acres, reduced to 248,540 acres. These lands afforded 
the first settlement made in the north western territory. 

The system of disposing of the public lands as it flow exists, was laid by the passage 
of an act of Congress on the 10th of May 1800, which has been modified from time 
to time since. The lands are acurately surveyed by the General Government before 
sales, in which the excellence of the plan consists, and the purchaser examines them 
before he buys. This prevents conflicts amongst purchaseas by claiming the same 
land under different grants ; an error which has existed to an alarming extent in 
Kentucky and Tennessee, where the whole surface of the country is "shingled over" 
by dirrerent grants, requiring years of litigation to determine who is entitled to the 
land. 

The public lands should not be retained as a source of public revenue. The na¬ 
tional debt is paid, and the treasury is filled to overflowing with in posts. The wealth 
and prosperity of a nation, depend upon the wealth and prosperity of her citizens. 

Lands are the worst property a state can possess; they are more proper for the citi¬ 
zens, than the government of any country. I n the possession of the state they are 
useless and unproductive, but in the hands of the citizens they are the source of pros¬ 
perity and wealth. The sale of the land can take place but once, but the revenue 
which will accrue to the government of the United States, by placing her lands in the 
use and occupation of her citizen, the taxes they will pay, the increase in wealth 
which they will produce, will be all ever increasing source of wealth and power to the 
government, infinitely superior to the pittance received for the land. 

At the time of the revolution we had three millions of population ; now, we have 
fifteen millions. The lands which have been sold by the government cf the United 
States in the course of fifty years have for the agricultural pursuits of this vast in - 
crease of population, amounted to no more than $57,592,267, nett; which will leave a 
balance in favor of the United States, on account of public lands $3,122,556. The 
lands which sustain and enrich fifteen millions of persons, have afforded to the gov¬ 
ernment of the United States, the sum above mentioned — about one million of dollars 
annually! and the same population in the same time have paid in taxes $700,000,000! 

This Shews that they can never form an item of revenue. The exorbitant calcula¬ 
tions of enriching the government by her lands are proved to be falacious, and there 



can be but one, opinion upon this subject, at this day. The amount of revenue to be 
derived from the lands should not weigh one feather in disposing of them. I n accor¬ 
dance with the judgment of the President, expressed in his annual message of Decem¬ 
ber 1831, this committee are of opinion that "the wealth and strength of a country 
are its population, and the best part of that population are the cultivators of the soil. 
Independent farmers are, every where, the basis of society and true friends of 
liberty. ** "Our true policy is, that the, public lands shall cease, as soon as practica¬ 
ble, to be a source of revenue, and that they should be sold to settlers, in limited par¬ 
cels, at a price barely sufficient to reimburse the United States the expense of the 
present system, and the cost arising under our I ndian compact." 
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A report by the Secretary of the Treasury of the United States of the 22d J anuary 
1833, shews that the I ndian and foreign titles had then been extinguished to 301,065,- 
600 acres of laud in the limits of the organished States and territories. Of this, there 
had been offered for sale on the 31st December 1831, 130,932,205 acres; and 26,524,- 
450 acres had been sold ! The land which had been offered at public auction and not 
sold at $1 25, was 104,407,755 acres, which has been on hand and subject to entry 
from twelve to thirty years. 

The settlement and population of the new States, have been in spite of the difficul¬ 
ties thrown in the way by the land system of the United States, and not from any aid 
they have received from the government. This will be apparent by a condensed 
view of the subject. From the report of the Secretary of the Treasury, it appears 
that on the 22d January 1833, the Indian and foreign titles had been extinguished, 
and sales effected, as stated below. Ohio contained lands to which Indian and foreign 
titles had been extinguished to the amount 24,627,142 acres, and 8,846,409 acres 
sold: Indiana, 23,553,928 acres, and 5,317,038 sold: Illinois, 35,188,480 acres, and 
2,178, 012 sold: Missouri, 39,119,018 acres, and 1,965,572 sold: Mississippi, 30,157,- 
440 acres, and 1,296,288 sold: Louisiana, 31,463,040 acres, and 344,753 sold:- 
Michigan, 17,589,160 acres, and 938,289 sold: Arkanzas, 34,209,280 acres, and 
78,000 sold: Florida, 31,589,440 acres, and 424,688 sold: and Alabama 32,477,680 
acres, and 4,335,471 sold. 

The great mass of population in the new States reside upon lands received from 
foreign governments, donations from the General Crovernment to soldiers of the late, 
and revolutionary wars,and upon the public lands of the United States. The numbers 
of the latter class are very great. I n 1828, an official return shewed that the non¬ 
freeholders in the new states and territories were 140,000 souls, to wit: In Ohio 37,- 
286. In Indiana, 13,485: In Illinois, 9,220. In Missouri, .10,118 : In Mississippi, 5,- 
505: In Louisiana, 3,466: In Florida, 1,906: In Michigan, 985: In Alabama, 39,968 
The entire population of these Statet at that time was estimated at about 2,100,000. 
Counting six persons to every family, which is in accordance with ordinary calcula¬ 
tion, it will shew conclusively, that about one third of the whole population of the new 
States, reside upon the United States domain. In a country where agriculture is the 
most lucrative employment,- where it is the first object of every individual to possess 
and cultivate the soil, it should be placed in the power of every person to become a 
freeholder, whether he be rich or poor; and the idea of holding up the lands for the 
purpose of revenue should be entirely abandoned: What can be more unequal and 
unjust than the present rates of the public lands. All qualities bear the same price! 

The deep, rich, mellow river lands, the richest black prairie, which will produce 
two thousand pounds of cotton per acre; and the white Gopher sandhills, which will 
not give nutriment to a black eyed pea, are sold for the same price!! In the whole 
history of man, it is not recollected that a system so unreasonable and unjust has at 
any time been adopted in any other country. Every dealer upon the face of the globe, 
except the United States, as respects her lands, has some regard to the intrinsic value 
of the article, in regulating prices. It is not possible that an absurdity so great, an 
injustice so flagrant, can remain much longer a stain upon the statue book of the Uni¬ 
ted States. 

We are not left to conjecture respecting the qualities and value of the public lands 
which have been offered and not sold. The Commissioner of the General Land Of¬ 
fice directed the Registers and Receivers, in the different Land districts of the United 
States, to ascertain by all means in their power the value of all lands which had been 
offered and not sold, and which were subject to entry. The results of laborious.ex¬ 
amination were, that those officers reported, that there was very little land of the first 
quality which had been offered and not sold. In Ohio and Indiana, there was a small 
portion of the best lands, the balance was inferior, and of but little value. I llinois has 
one district averaged at 50 cents, another at 48, another at SO, a fourth at 12 x h cents. 
I n Missouri, one district averaged 15, unother 12 and a half cents per acre. I n Ala- 



bama, in the southern part of which the Spanish Crown had been giving lands to any 
who would take them for fifty or one hundred years before any to the State were 
sold by the United States, the lands which had been offered in one district were set 
down at 5 cents; others as containing no good land, and millions unfit for cultivation. 
Mississippi lands were set down from 5 to 40. cents. In Louisiana the good lands had 
been sold, and the refused set down at from 26 to 50 cents per acre. These prices 
should be kept in view, as they are derived from authentic information, and will aid 
us in arriving at proper views respecting those public lands which have been offered 
for a time and not sold. Alabama, it will be perceived by the report of the Secretary 
of Treasury, of the 22d J anuary 1833; had at, that public lands subject to entry 
to the amount of 18 millions of acres. Millions of acres are set down by the report of 
15

the Register and Receivers, as being unfit for cultivation, some containing little or no 
good, land and one district is not worth more than five cents per acre. There is not a 
State or territory in the Union which has so much refuse lands as the State of Ala¬ 
bama, Her good lands have been sold, and the inferior would be entered at its value; 
but while the present iniquitous prices continue, it will be impossible for person hav¬ 
ing a due regard to their interests, to enter it. 

These lands produce no revenue to the United States; they are of no use to the Gen - 
eral Government, but in case the price should be reduced, they will become private 
property, and a source of revenue to the State of Alabama, while at the same time 
they will afford homes for a highly meritorious class of people. Your committee: 
would therefore respectfully submit whether it can be enlightened policy in the gov¬ 
ernment of the United States to hold those lands, in the heart of our country, at prices 
which none will give. 

The proper disposition of the public lands is a subject of the deepest interest, and 
will continue to be so until it is finally settled. To Alabama it is of vital importance 
and the future destinies and hopes of the State in a great measure depend upon it. 

That which will contribute to the ad vantage of one portion of the Union, cannot, in a 
country like ours, lessen the benefits of the whole. As American citizens, we should 
not condemn a policy as unjust, because it connected itself with the peculiar interests 
of a particular portion of our citizens. For the Union we cherish a fixed attachment, 
and scorn an advantage to ourselves, which would be injurious to our common coun¬ 
try. What is it that constitutes, the happiness, greatness, and glory of a nation? Not 
an overflowing Treasury ; nor an indigent, and the dependent people; not an extensive 
public domain thinly populated, held at prices so high, as to prevent its cultivation. 

This committee are of opinion that the true interests of the United States, as well as 
the interests of the new states require a change in the disposition of the public do¬ 
main. Every facility should be afforded, which will contribute to the happiness, the 
prosperity of the people, and nothing can conduce more to this end, than to place the 
public lands in the reach of every individual. Let each man have a home, with, the 
endearing attachment both of country and society. Our citizens in improving the 
wilderness— in the cultivation of the soil- in having homes from which they can draw 
independence and wealth ; where they will be surrounded with all the means of rais¬ 
ing children in virtue and intelligence, will assume that proud rank, which will make 
them the happiest the freest people nn the globe. Give to our countrymen free holds, 
let their homes be as permanent as the soil on which they are based, and you give 
them an interest in, the occasion a love for their country which will brighten with 
time, and descend to their children. The poor man who settles upon public land, and 
is driven from his temporary home by a more wealthy emigrant, because he, had no 
means of securing a right to the soil, becomes dispirited, and even his patristism wea¬ 
kened by that, which he conceives to be, unkind treatment from the rulers of his 
country. By reducing the price of the public lands the poorest man would be stimula¬ 
ted to purchase a home for himself the family, and he would be induced to favor, as 
he would out of the reach of the wealthy, the his improvements would add to his 
comforts and independence. Your committee, having given due consideration to this 
important subject, do not hesitate to declare it as their judgment, "maturely made and 
deliberately expressed" that the public land should be deposed of by passing pre¬ 
emption laws-by granting one quarter section free of charge to each poor but real 
settler— by ceding those Lands which have been in market for a time to the State in 
which they lie- and by reducing and graduating the price of the public lands. 

Your committee recommend the adoption of the following resolution: 

Resolved, that it is expedient to memorialize Congress, on the subject embraced in 
this report. 

Which was laid on the table and five hundred copies ordered to be print¬ 
ed, on mr Burke's motion.

named, reported the same with the following amendment at the end of the 
fourth line of the first section, add "the foot of the mountain" in which the 
Senate concurred, and the bill was ordered to be engrossed for a third read¬ 
ing on to-morrow. 

Mr Beene from the select connmittee, to which was referred the bill to 
be entitled an act to establish the sallaries of the several officers in the bank 
of the state of Alabaina and its branches, reported the same without amend¬ 
ment, and the bill was read a third time and passed the Senate.— Yeas 18,

On motion, it was Resolved, that the committee on the State Bank be in¬ 
structed to inquire into the expediency of altering and amending the charter 
of the Bank of the State of Alabama and its branches so as to abolish the pres¬ 
ent mode of electing a President and Directors for said institutions and giv¬ 
ing the appointment thereof to the Governor by and with the advice and 
consent of the Senate and that they have leave to report by bill or otherwise. 

Mr Riddle introduced a bill to be entitled an act to incorporate the Gaines¬ 
ville and Narkeetah Railroad Company ; which was react, the constitutional 
rule suspended, read a second and third times and passed the Senate. 

The Senate then proceeded to the orders of the day, when the bill to be 
entitled an act for the relief of Edward Gant, was read a third time and 



passed the Senate. 

The bill to be entitled an act to amend the charters of the Bank of the 
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State of Alabama and its branches was read a third time, and on motion of 
Mr Bibb laid on the table. 

The bill entitled an act to emancipate a certain slave therein named, was 
on motion of Mr J erkins, laid on the table. 

Engrossed bill, to be entitled an act to alter and amend a certain act there¬ 
in named, was read a third time and passed the Senate. 

Engrossed bill to be entitled an act to repeal in part a certain act therein 
named, was read a third time and passed the Senate. 

Mr Bibb called from the table the bill to be entitled an act to increase 
the capital stock of the Bank of the State of Alabama and its several branch¬ 
es, when Mr Wallace moved to commit the bill with instructions, striking 
therefrom that part which proposes to increase the capital, at Huntsville and 
the State Bank, when Mr Vining moved to lay the instructions on the table 
which was carried.-Yeas 14 , Nays 13.

Mr Lane, from the committee on internal improvement and inland navi¬ 
gation, to which was referred the communication of his Excellency the Go¬ 
vernor, together with the account of D. H. Bingham, reported a bill to be 
entitled an act to compensate D. H. Bingham for surveying a route for a rail¬ 
road round the falls of Coosa, from Wetumpka to the mouth of Beaver creek ; 
which was read, the constitutional rule suspended, read a second time, when 
Mr Walthall moved to amend the bill by striking 3000 from the first sec¬ 
tion of the bill, which was carried.-Yeas 1 9, Nays 8.

upon the Senate repaired to the Hall of the House, were seated, and Mr. 

President announced the object of the meeting, when the two Houses pro¬ 
ceeded to the election of a President. Mr Bartlet M. Lowe alone being in 
nomination received all the votes given, and was declared by Mr Speaker 
duly elected President of the Branch Bank at Huntsville. The two Houses

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Mr Bibb, from the committee on the State Bank, to which was referred 
a resolution enquiring into the expediency of laying off the State into bank¬ 
ing districts, reported the same as inexpedient, which was, on motion of mr 
Bibb, laid on the table. 

Engrossed bill to be entitled an act to divorce Andrew Hipps from his 
wife Rachel Hipps, was read, the ; rule suspended, read a second time and 
referred to the committee on divorce and alimony. 

The bill to be entitled an act to authorise the purchasers of any sixteenth 
section land in this State to pay the money in advance, was read, the rule 
suspended, read a second time and passed. 

The bill entitled an act to compensate witnesses, and for other purposes, 
was read, when mr Arnold moved to postpone the farther consideration 
thereof to the first of March, which was carried and the bill postponed. 

Engrossed bill to be entitled an act to establish a Bank in the city of Mo¬ 
bile, was read, the rule suspended, read a second time and referred to the 
committee on the State bank. -Yeas 2 1, Nays 5. On suspending the rule. 

Those who voted in the affirmative are, messrs Arnold Barclay Bibb Brodnax Brown 
Burke Hill Hudson J ames Keener Lane Larkins Nabors Rains Rather Riddle Ro¬ 
berts Vining Wallace Walthall and Wilkerson. 

Those who voted in the negative are, messrs President Beene Irwin Musgrove and 
McVay. 

Mr Hudson offered, amendments as provisos to the bill, which were also 
referred to the cominittec on the State Bank. 

The bill to be entitled an act to authorise J ohn Lawler to erect a mill 
dam across Flint river in Madison county, was read, on motion of mr Vining 
the rule was suspended, and the bill read a second and third time and passed. 

On motion of mr Roberts, messrs Rains, Wilkinson and Riddle were 
placed on the Bank committee. On motion of Mr Beene, messrs Bill and 
Musgrove also were added, and also on motion of Mr Arnold, mr Beene 
was added. 

The bill entitled an act to modify an act therein specified, so far as relates 
to J ackson county, was read, the rule suspended, on motion of mr Barclay, 
read a second and third time and passed. 

Mr Burke presented the claim of messrs Ware & Williams, which was 
referred to the committee on accounts and claims. 

The bill to be entitled an act to appropriate a sum, of money for the pur¬ 
poses theaein named, was read, the rule suspended, read a second time and 
referred to a select committee, consisting of messrs Hudson, Brown and 
Wallace. 

The Senate then adjourned to half past 9 o'clock to-morrow. 

Thursday, December 7th 1836.— The Senate met pursuant to adjournment. 

Mr Hudson introduced, the following resolution, Resolved, that the Secretary of 
the Senate be authorised to employ an additional assistant clerk, which was adopted: 

Mr Wilkerson, from the committee on divorce and alimony, to which was referred 
an engrossed bill to be entitled an act to divorce J ames J. Y. Alston from his wife Ma¬ 
ry R. Alston, reported the same back to the Senate without amendment, and recom¬ 
mended its passage, which report was concurred in, and the bill was thereupon read 
the third time and passed. 

Mr Wilkerson, from the same committee, to which was referred a bill to divorce 
Thompson J. Coleman from his wife Martha Coleman, reported the same back to the 
Senate without amendment, recommending its passage ; which report was concurred 
in, and the bill was read a third time and passed. 

Mr Musgrove, from the select committee to which was referred an engrossed bill 
from the House of Representatives to be entitled an act to authorise Greenberry H. 
Harrtson to turnpike a certain road therein named, reported the same back to the 



Senate with the following amendments ; in the, 9th line of the 2d section, after the 
word " safe," insert the word "conveyance strike out in the fourth section the 
words " two miles of said road, between the beginning and termination of the same," 
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and insert the words " the bounds of Blount county strike out all of the 8th section ; 
in which amendments the Senate concurred, and the bill was read a third time and 
passed. 

Mr Larkins, from the select committee to which was referred a bill to be entitled 
an act to appoint commissioners to select a site for the seat of justice in the county of 
Tallapoosa reported the same back with the following amendments : "strike out all 
of the first section, after the word to, in the tenth line,” and insert "the centre, or 
within three miles of the same which amendment wasconcurred in, and the bill 
read a third time and passed. Mr Larkins moved to amend the title of the bill by 
the addition of the words, "and for other purposes which amendment was adopted. 

Mr Walthall, from the committee on roads, bridges and ferries, to which was re¬ 
ferred a bill to be entitled an act to amend in part an act, approved December 1830, 
entitled an act to establish a road from the town of Tuscaloosa to the city of Mobile, 
reported the same back to the Senate without amendment and recommended its pas¬ 
sage ; in which report the Senate concurred, and the bill was read a third time and 
passed. 

Mr Walthall, from the same committee to which was referred a bill to be entitled 
an act to amend the charter of the Sipsey Bridge and Causeway Company, reported 
the same back to the Senate without amendment and recommended its passage ; in 
which report the Senate concurred and the bill was read a third time and passed. 

Mr Burke, from the committee on accounts and claims, to which was referred a 
bill from the House of Representatives, to be entitled an act for the relief of A. B. 
Thomas, sheriff of Sumter county, reported the same back to the Senate and recom¬ 
mend its passage ; the Senate concurred in the report, and the bill was read a third 
time and passed. 

Mr Walthall, from the committee on roads, bridges and ferries, to which was re¬ 
ferred a bill to be entitled an act to authorise J ohn R. and Spalding S. Henry to erect 
a toll bridge across the Tennessee river, reported the same without amendment 
the bill was then read a third time, Mr McVay moved that it lie on the table; which 
motion was carried. 

Mr Burke presented the account of A. R. Thomas, which, on his motion was re¬ 
ferred to the committee on accounts. 

Mr Burke introduced a bill to be entitled an act to authorise the republishing of the 
laws of Alabama; which was read a first time and the constitutional rule being suspend¬ 
ed, was read a second time, and the rule being further suspended was read a third 
time and passed.

Mr Hudson, from the special committee to which was referred the bill 
to be entitled an act to appropriate a sum of money for the purposes there¬ 
in named, reported the same back to the Senate without amendment, re.- 
commending its passage, in which report the Senate concurred, and the 
bill was read a third time and passed. 

An engrossed bill from the House of Representatives to be entitled an 
act to incorporate, the town ofTallassee in Tallapoosa county, was read a 
first time, and the constitutional rule being suspended, it was read a second 



and third time and passed. 

An engrossed bill from the House of Representatives, to be entitled an 
act to change the time of holding the county court of Covington county, 
was read a first time, and the constitutional rule being suspended, was read 
a second and third time and passed. 

Mr. Bibb, from the committee on the State Bank, to which was referred 
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the engrossed bill from the House of Representatives to be entitled an act to 
establish a Bank in the city of Mobile reported the same with an addition¬ 
al section, as an amendment, and recommend its passage. Mr Hudson 
moved to amend the 10th section with the words " and also a true statement 
make of the condition of the said Bank," which was carried. Mr Nabors 
moved to amend by proviso at the end of the bill, which was adopted 
the bill was read it third time. Mr Irwin moved to indefinitely postpone 
the bill, which was lost. — Yeas 10, Nays 19.

Mr Hudson moved to fill the blank in the bill with the first Monday in 
March, which was carried. The question then recurred on reading the 
bill a third time, which was carried. 

The yeas and nays being called for, they were as follows : those who voted in the 
affirmative were, messrs Arnold Bibb Borough Brodnax Brown Burke Hudson 
J ames Keener Lane Larkins Nabors Perkins Rains Riddle Roberts Wallace Wilker¬ 
son. — 18. 

Those who voted in the negative were, messrs President Beene Barclay Farrar Ir¬ 
win Musgrove McVay Rather Vining Walthall.10. 

The bill was read a third time. The question being on the passage of 
the bill, mr Vining moved a call of the House, which was sustained. Mr 
Hill was absent. The bill was then laid on the table for one hour. 

Mr Hudson from the special committee, to which was referred the bill 
to incorporate the city of Tuscaloosa, reported the same back to the Senate 
without amendment, which, the rule being suspended, was read a third 
time and passed. 

Mr Wilkerson, from the select committee to which was referred an en¬ 
grossed joint memorial to the Congress of the United States, reported the 
same back to the Senate without amendment, recommending its passage ; — 
which report was concurred in and the memorial read a third time and 
passed. 

An engrossed bill to be entitled an act to divide the 45th regiment of the 
militia of this State, was read, and the constitutional rule being ; suspended 
was read a second time. Mr Irwin moved to amend the same by striking 
out the words " seventy-six” where they occur in the bill, in letters or in 
figures, and insert in lieu thereof " seventy-eight,” which amendment was 
adopted. The rule being further suspended, the bill was read a third time 
and passed. 

Mr Barclay moved to take from the orders of the day, the bill in relation 
to the State printing, which was carried The bill was then read a second 
time and referred to the committee on State printing. 

An engrossed bill from the House of Representatives, entitled an act; to 
amend the several acts therein named, was read ; and the rule being suspend¬ 
ed, was read a second time. Mr Hudson moved to amend the bill by add¬ 
ing the following provison : " Provided, that one of said commissioners, 
shall be appointed in the county of Walker, and one in the county of Fay¬ 
ette which amendment was adopted. The rule being further suspended, 
the bill was read a third time and passed. 

Engrossed bill, which originated in the Senate, entitled an act to provide 
for the payment of tales jurors in the counties of Macon and Tallapoosa, was 
taken up, and the amendment made by the House of Representatives con¬ 
curred in by the Senate. 



A message was received from the House of Representatives, informing 
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the Senate that they had passed bills of the following titles : an act to abol¬ 
ish direct taxation in this State ; an act to incorporate the Gainesville and 
Narketah Rrilroad Company, and have amended the same as therein shown ; 
an act to authorise the final decision of causes in the supreme court, in which 
the, judges of the same are disqualified by interest or any other cause, in 
which they ask the concurrence of the Senate. 

Engrossed bill, to be entitled an act to abolish direct taxation in this State, 
was read, the rule suspended, read a second time, and referred to the judi¬ 
ciary committee. 

A bill to be entitled an act to incorporate the Gainesville and Narketah 
Railroad Company, as amended by the House of Representatives, was taken 
up, and the amendments concurred in. 

A bill to be entitled an act to authorise a final decision of causes depend¬ 
ing in the supreme court, in which the judges of the same are disqualified 
by interest, or any other cause, was read, the rule suspended, and read a 
second and third time and passed the Senate. 

Mr Rains introduced a bill, to be entitled an act to amend the laws in re¬ 
lation to original attachments ; which was read, and on motion of mr Rains, 
the constitutional rule was suspended, and the bill was read a second and 
third time and passed the Senate. 

A bill to be entitled an act to compensate D. H. Bingham for surveying 
a route for a railroad around the falls of Coosa, from Wetumpka to the 
mouth of Beaver Creek, as amended by the House, was taken up. The 
first amendment was concurred in by yeas and nays on mr Hudson's call.

Brown Burke Hudson James Keener Lane Larkins Nabors Perkins Rains Riddle Ro¬ 
berts Wallace and Wilkinson. 

Those who voted in the negative are, messrs President Beene Barclay Farrar Hill 
Irivin Musgrove McVay Rather Vining and walthall. 

When mr President declared that the bill had not passed by the constitu¬ 
tional majority of two thirds, from which decision mr Roberts appealed to 
the Senate, and the decision of the President was not sustained.— Yeas 13, 

Nays 15. 

Those who voted against sustaining the chair are, messrs Arnold Bibb Borough 
Brodnax Burke James Keener Lane Larkins Perkins Rains Riddle Roberts Wallace 
and wilkerson. 

The Senate adjourned till 3 o'clock. 

Three o'clock the Senate met. — Mr Hudson asked and obtained leave 
to withdraw the papers of John Harvey. 

Mr Beene called from the orders of the day, a bill to be entitled an act 
to change the time of holding the courts in the second judicial circuit, which 
was read a third time and passed. 

The bill to incorporate the Alabama Insurance Company, was read, the 
rule suspended, read a second time and referred to a select committee, con¬ 
sisting of messrs Wallace, Keener and Hudson. 

Message from the House, informing the Senate that they had passed a bill 
of the following, title, viz : an act to change the time of holding the courts 
therein named. The bill to change the time of holding the courts therein 



named, was read, the rule suspended on motion of mr Rains, read a second 
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time, and on motion of mr Riddle referred to a select committee, consisting 
of messrs Riddle, Rains, Burke, Wallace and Borough.

Mr Irwin, from the committee on military affairs, to which was referred 
a bill entitled an act to form a new division of the militia of this State, and 
for other purposes, reported the following amendments, viz : strike from 
the bill, wherever it occurs; the counties of Russell, Barbour and Macon 
in second section, second line, strike out Randolph and inert in lieu thereof 
Cherokee : in the third line, strike out Coosa : in the seventh line, after 
the word Tallapoosa, insert the words Randolph and Coosa, which were con¬ 
curred in : the bill read a third time and passed the Senate. 

Message from the House, informing the Senate of their disagreement to 
the Senate's amendments to the bill to increase the capital stock of the 
Branch Bank at Huntsville. 

The bill to increase the capital stock of the Branch of the Bank of the 
State of Alabama at Huntsville, on the disagreenieut of the House to the 
amendments of the Senate, when mr Walthall moved that the Senate adhere 
to their amendments, and the Senate concurred. 

Message from the House, informing the Senate that they had passed the 
following bill : an act in relation to the payment of taxes, in which the cor- 
currence of the Senate is asked. 

The bill, entitled an act in relation to taxes, was read, the rule suspend¬ 
ed, and referred to the judiciary committee.

The bill entitled an act to change the tnode of taking testimony in certain 
cases therein specified, was read, the rule suspended, read a second time 
and referred to the judiciary committee, together with mr Arnold's amend¬ 
ments. 

The bill, to be entitled an act to authorise, J ohn G. Barrow, and his asso¬ 
ciates, to build a bridge across Conecuh river in Covington county, was 
read, the rule suspended, read a second time, and referred to a select com¬ 
mittee, consisting of messrs I rwin, Keener and J ames. 

Mr Beene, from the judiciary committee, to which was referred the bill 
to mitigate the severity of the penal laws of Alabama, reported the same 
with amendments, striking from the bill the first and sixth sections. Mr 
Walthall moved to postpone the bill to the first of March, which was lost.. 

The bill, as amended, was concurred in, read a third time and passed. 

The Senate then adjourned to half past six o'clock. 

Half past six o'clock the Senate met. — Message from the House con¬ 
curring in the resolution of the Senate to elect judges of the county court of 
Henry and Blount, and that they had amended the same by adding a judge 
and solicitor of the 9th judicial circuit; which was, on motion of mr Wal¬ 
lace, laid on the table. 

A message was received from the House of Representatives, informing 
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the Senate that the House of Representatives had passed bills of the follow¬ 
ing titles, which originated in the senate : an act to change the time, of 
holding the county court of Montgomery county ; an act to compensate D.

neral Assembly, compelling, the appointment of weight-maters in the differ¬ 
ent warehouses in the county of Tuscaloosa ; an act for the relief of Edward 
Wallace ; an act to authorise the Governor of the State of Alabama to ca I 
out a mounted volunteer company, for certain purposes therein mentioned ; 
an act to amend the laws relative ; to the sales of real estate of deceased per¬ 
sons, under decrees of the orphans' courts ; also, a joint memorial to the 
Congress of the United States, in behalf of those who sustained losses of 
property previous to and during the late war and a joint resolution in rela¬ 
tion to our controversy with France : in all of which they ask the concur¬ 
rence of the Senate ; and that they have rejected the bill for the Senate 
for the relief of Alexander Bowling. 

J oint resolution relating to our controversy with France, was read, the 
rule suspended, read a second time, and on motion of mr Burke, was refer 
red to a select committee — the committee to consist of messrs Burke, Beene 
and brown. 

J oint memorial to the Congress of the United State, in behalf of those 
who sustained losses in the late war, was read. Mr Hudson moved that it 
lie on the table until the first of March next, which motion prevailed. 

A bill from the House of Representatives to amend the laws relative to 
the sale of the real estate of deceased persons, under decrees of the orphans" 
courts, was read a first time. Mr Beene moved that the bill lie on the ta¬ 
ble until the first day of March next; which motion prevailed.. 

A bill from the House of Representatives, entitled an act to authorise the 
Governor to call out a mounted volunteer company, was read a first time. 

Mr Brown moved that it lie on the table until the first of March next ; — 
which motion prevailed. — Yeas 13, Nays 11. 

The yeas and nays heaving been called for, those who voted in the affirmative are, 
messrs President Beene Barclay Bibb Brown Burke Larkins McVay Rains Rather 
Riddle Vining and Wilkerson. 

Those who voted in the negative are, messrs Arnold Brodnax Hill Hudson Irwin 
Keener Musgrove Nabors Roberts Wallace and Walthall. 

A bill from the House of Representatives, to be entitled an act for the re¬ 
lief of Edward Wallace, was read, the rule suspended, and read a second 
time. Mr Hudson moved that it lie on the table ; which motion prevailed. 

A bill from the House of Representatives, to be entitled an act supple¬ 
mentary to an act passed during the session of the present General Assem¬ 
bly, compelling the owners of warehouses to appoint weigh-masters in each 
warehouse in the county of Tuscaloosa, was read, the rule suspended, read a 
second time and referred to a select committee, to consist of messrs Wilker¬ 
son, Perkins anal J ames. 

A message was received from the House of Representatives, informing 
the Senate that the House of Representatives have concurred in the amend¬ 
ments made by the Senate to a bill to compensate Alexander Riddle for 
services therein named, and have also concurred in the amendments made 
by the Senate to the bill to form a 9th judicial circuit, and for other purpos¬ 
es ; and that they have passed a bill ordering the sale of real estates in cer¬ 
tain cases by insurance ; in which they ask the concurrence of the Senate.

Mr Riddle from the seleet committee to which was referred a bill to be 
entitled an act to change the time of holding the courts of the counties 
therein named, reported the same back to the Senate without amendment; 
mr Walthall moved to amend the bill by a substitute, which motion was 
lost; mr Nabors moved to strike out the county of Jefferson, which ways 
carried.

The bill from the House of Representatives, to be entitled an act to estab¬ 
lish a toll bridge and causeway across Coldfire creek and swamp in the 
county of Pickens, was read, and the rule being suspended, was read a se¬ 
cond and third time and passed. 

Mr Beene, from the judiciary committee, to which was referred a bill to 
be entitled an act to compensate Willis Atkius, as judge of Tallapoosa coun¬ 
ty, reported the same back to the Senate without amendment. The bill was 
then read a third time and passed. 

Mr Lane, from the select committee, to which was referred the bill to 
incorporate the Alabama Life Insurance and Trust Company, reported the 
same with amendments, which amendments were concurred in. Mr Hud¬ 
son moved further to amend the bill by striking out the words " and to buy 
and sell bills of exchange," which was carried : the bill was then read a 
third time. Mr Lane moved to fill the blank with the word " thirty," 
which was lost. Mr Beene moved a call of the House, which call was 
sustained. Messrs Hill and Riddle were absent. The bill was then laid on 
the table for one hour, the time being 10 minutes after 11 o'clock. 



Mr Beene, from the select committee, to which was referred the bill to 
provide a more equitable and effectual mode of compensating the State print¬ 
er, reported the same back to the Senate, with an amendment to strike out 
the first and second sections. The question being on the amendment, mr 
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Lane moved a division of the question which was carried. The amend¬ 
ment reported by the committee was then concurred in and the first and se¬ 
cond section stricken out. Mr Lane moved to amend the report by strik¬ 
ing out the words " thirty-three hundred." Mr Hudson moved to refer 
the bill with amendments to a select committee, which was carried ; the 
committee to consist of messrs Hudson, Beene and Lane. 

Mr Tabors introduced a bill, to be entitled an act for the relief of certain 
persons therein named, which was read, and the rule being suspended, was 
read a second and third time and passed the Senate.

Mr Beene offered the following resolution : Resolved, that the Senate 
are not satisfied with the report of their late committee of conference, on 
the subject of a difference between the two houses relative to amendments 
made to a bill, to be entitled an act to increase the capital stock of the branch 
of the Bank of the State of Alabama at Huntsville, and ask a committee of 
conference, on the subject of the last conference. Mr Vining moved a call 
of the house which was not sustained, and the resolution was adopted.

They concur in the amendments 
to the bill for the relief of the purchasers of the 16th section of township 7, 
range 9 west and township 7, range 8 west, also in the amendments made by 
the Senate to fix and regulate the salvage allowed by law for the securing of 
cotton and other articles of trade and merchandise found afloat in the rivers, 



in all of which they desire the concurrence of the senate. 

The bill to repeal a certain act therein named was taken up and on mo¬ 
tion of Mr Wallace was indefinitely postponed.

A message from the Governor by Mr Webster, Mr President, I am in¬ 
structed by the Governor, to return to the Senate the bill to be entitled an 
act requiring the alternation of the judges of the circuit courts together 
with a communication in writing, which was read and ordered to be spread 
on the J ournal: 

Executive Department, Tuscaloosa, January 9, 1836. 

To the Senate: The bill to be entitled an act to repeal in part an act requiring the 
alternation of the judges of the circuit courts was presented to me on the 8th instant. 

The apparent object and the effect of this bill is to repeal so much of the law referred 
to as requires and makes it the duty of the judge of the first judicial circuit so to al¬ 
ternate as not to hold the courts of that circuit for two courts in succession. I disclaim 
any desire to interfere with measures generally which have received the sanction of 
the two houses of the General Assembly on the mere ground of expediency, but there 
are circumstances somewhat peculiar connected with this bill to which I feel bound 
to call your attention. I am informed (and do not doubt the truth of the information) 
that an individual nearly related to the presiding judge of the first judicial circuit 
stands charged in one of the counties of that circuit with a capital crime, the degree 
of relationship as it is understood would render the judge incompotent to preside on 
the trial. If the bill were to become a law it would depend on the mere discretion of 
the judge of the circuit, whether the court should be held by one competent to try 
the case. 

The consequences which might result even from the delay of forwarding a competent 
court for the trial of the case alluded to will be apparent to your honorable body- 



without intending to charge that the judge of the circuit would improperly exercise 
the discretion with which it is proposed to invest him — or to give any opinion on the 
guilt or innocence of the accused, I think it reasonable that public justice should if 
possible always be beyond the reach of contingencies.- Under these views I have felt 
bound to withhold my assent to the bill and with due deference return it to the Senate 
in which it originated. 

The Senate then proceeded to the consideration of the bill entitled an at 
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to repeal in part an act requiring the alternation of the J udges of the circuit 
courts which was rejected unanimously.—Yeas none, Nays 25.

Esq. had informed me, after having gon through the examination of the affairs of 
that Bank, undivided however by the remarkable sagacity and mental acumen of his 
assistant, mr Goldthwaite, had told me as the Senator elect from that distric6t, that 
the affairs and general operations of the Bank had been faithfully and impartially ad¬ 
ministered, and that he was better satisfied upon those points than on any previous 
examion. 2d. Because I have reason to believe that the report of the commissions is 
not only fraught with misrepresentation and injustice, but so far at least as one of the 
commissioners, Henry Goldthwaite. Esq. is concerned, that it is wilfully and mali¬ 
ciously so. I am sustained in this opinion, not only from the document itself, but from 
the fact whilst he was endeavoring to cast those assertions upon the directors, he him¬ 
self stood in the attatude of a candidate for the same office, and was writing letters to 
membrs of the General Assembly here convened, stating that he or his friend, mr S.

tensions to superior qualifications at the commencement of the session, you conferred on me the honor of 
presid¬ 
ing over the deliberations of your honorable body-at the time I could made no other return than a promise 
to 

discharge with my best ability the duties of the office which I have received from your favor. 

I made that promise-how I have complied with it was with you to determine-you have determined by 
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proving and complimentary resolution which you have adopted. It is also due from me to say that although 
measures involving the deepest interest of the State have been introduced and examined with that 
deliberation 

and care-discussed with that warmth of feeling and deep concern for the true interest of the common weal, 
which becomes and animate the representatives of a free people-yet the general harmony in debate which 
has 

prevailed throughout the session has surpassed that of any other session of which I have had the honor of 
being a 

member. If the laws which have passed the Senate do not prove salutary in their operation I am convinced 
the 

failure will not be ascribed to the hearts of the friends of the measures but the falibility of the best intending 
judgements.- I am gratified to have seen so much less of party spirit manifested during the present, than at 
any 

preeeding session, from this may we not portend a political millenium? I have asked the question; the 
answer 

will be found in the future course of our politicians. 

Gentlemen, I sincerely thank you for the friendly respect which you have continually manifested 
towards me 

as presiding officer and for your prompt and able assistance in deciding difficult questions of order.- I am 
un¬ 
der obligations to the officers of the Senate for the facilities and assistance which they have afforded me in 
the 

discharge of my duties-and gentlemen members and officers I assure you without acception, you have my 
most 

sincere wishes for your future prosperity, a safe return to, and a happy meeting with your families.
